Department of Justice, 
Washington^ D. C, December i, 1891. 

To the Senate a/nd House of Representatives of the United States 

in Congress assembled: 

In compliance with law a report of the business of the Department of 
Justice during the fiscal year ending June 30, 1891, is respectfully sub- 
mitted. 

Accompanying this report will be found a statement of the appropria- 
tions under the control of the Attorney-General, as well as statistics of 
crime against the United States, and in relation to the prisoners under- 
going punishment for such crime. 

BUSINESS OF THE SUPREME COURT. 

The legislation enacted by the last session of the Fifty-first Con- 
gress, with a view to relief in the business of the Supreme Court, has 
so far not afforded such relief. On the contrary, the number of cases 
upon the present docket of that court is larger than ever before. This 
is accounted for by two causes : 

First. When it was known that, after a fixed time, a large class of 
cases could no longer be brought by writ of error or appeal to that 
court, special efforts were made to get cases into that court prior to 
that time; and thus a considerable number of cases were filed in which 
otherwise the writ of error or appeal would have been perfected much 
later. 

Second. The act providing for the Circuit Court of Appeals author- 
izes a review in the Supreme Court of any judgment or conviction in 
case of a felony, whereas prior to the aet of February 6, 1889, the 
Supreme Court had no appellate jurisdiction in criminal cases; and 
after that act, until the passage of the appellate court bill, only in 
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capital cases. Naturally, unless the ai)i)«»llate court bill is amended^ 
a very large part of the time of the Sui)reiue Court will })e re([uired in 
the consideration of writs of error from judgments of conviction in cases 
of felony. There secns to be no necessity, or, as it seems to me, pro- 
priety, in the exercise of such Jurisdiction by the Supreme Court, cer- 
tainly in any except capital cases. I recommend that the law be 
amended accordingly. 

The docket of the Supreme Court of the United States at the ch)se of 
the last term, as compared with the condition at the close of the term 
next preceding, shows an increase of 19 cases undisposed of, appellate 
and original. 

At the close of the October term, 1889, there remained undisposed of 
on the appellate docket 1,177 cases, and on the original 3 cases. The 
number of cases docketed at the October term, 1890, was 636, of which 
623 were on the appellate and 13 on the original docket, making the 
total number of cases on the docket at that term 1,816, of which 1,800 
were on the api)ellate and 16 on the original docket. Of this number 
617 were disposed of, and of these 610 were on the ai>i>ellate and 7 on 
the original docket. 

The actual number of cases considered by the court was 335, of 
which 227 were argued orally, and 108 submitted on i)rinted argu- 
ments. 

Of the 610 appellate cases disposed of 248 w^ere affirmed, 104 reversed, 
153 dismissed, 104 settled by the parties and dismissed, and in 1 case 
questions certified to the court were answered. 

The number of cases decided at this term (October term, 1890), in 
which the United States was concerned, was 93, of which 62 were de- 
cided in favor of and 31 against the United States, and in 1 (criminal 
case questious certified were answered. Of those in which the United 
States appealed, 20 were affirmed and 26 reversed. Ten of the cases 
were appeals irom the Court of Claims, in 6 of which the judgment was 
affirmed and in 4 reversed. Besides the cases in which the United 
States was concerned that were decided, there were 84 others dismissed, 
and of these 24 were dismissed at the instance of the United States, 9 
by the other side, 2 by stipulation, and 49 by the court for failure by 
the appellants to comply with the rules, the United States in these latter 
cases being the appellee. 

Thus the total number of cases disposed of at the October term, 1890, 
in which the United States was interested, is 177. The above does not 
include three cases on the original docket in which the United States 
was interested. 

A tabulated statement of the business of the Sui)reme (;ourt, and 
particularly of the business of the United States in tliat court for the 
past ten years, is made a part of this report, marked Exhibit 1. 

By that statement, it will be seen that the larg(\st number of Govern- 
ment cases ever disposed of at one term i)rior to the last was SGy in 
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1881 J whereas at the last term there were disposed of 180 Government 
cases. The largest number of Government cases decided at any previous 
term was 01, whereas, at the last term there were decided of Govern- 
ment cases 93. The largest number decided at any previous term in 
favor of the Government was 33 in 1884, whereas at the last term there 
were decided in favor of the government 02, being just 2 out of 3 of all 
Government cases decided— a higher ratio of decisions in favor of the Gov- 
ernment than in any previous year, and a very much higher ratio in 
favor of the Government than in any previous year except 1884, in 
which there were 33 cases decided in favor of the Government and 17 
against. 

The table also shows that the highest total of cases disposed of by the 
Supreme Court in any previous term was 470 in 1884, whereas there 
were disposed of at the last term 017 cases, and of this number about 
30 per cent, almost one-third, were Government cases. 

These facts are mentioned in order that it may be known that the 
Department has more than adequate results to show for the action of 
Congress in giving an additional Assistant Attorney-General during 
the last year. 

CIRCXTIT COURT OF APPEALS. 

This court, authorized by the act of Congress of March 3, 1891, has 
been organized in each circuit and is ready for business, although the 
additional circuit judge in each circuit has not yet been appointed. It 
was found that the court could be organized and such business as might 
be offered could be transacted without such judges, and their appoint- 
ment was, therefore, delayed until such appointments could be acted 
upon by the Senate. Two sessions of the court have been held, I be- 
lieve, in each circuit: the first on the third Tuesday in June, 1891, as 
prescribed in the joint resolution of Congress (20 Stat., 1115), and 
tlie second at a time designated by the court, generally, I believe, on 
the first Tuesday of October. 

It is necessary that some provision be made for the care of the busi- 
ness of the Government in the circuit court of appeals. In each circuit 
there are several districts, and, of course, Government cases will be car- 
ried by writ of error or appeal from each of such districts into the circuit 
court of appeals. The law, as it stands, authorizes and requires no one 
to appear for the Government in such court. 

Three ways suggest themselves in which this provision can be made: 
First, that the district attorney in each district be authorized and re- 
quired to follow and care for his cases in the circuit court ot appeals j 
second, that the district attorney in the district where the court of ap- 
peals is held shall have charge of all such business; and, third, that a 
new ofl&ce and ofiicer be created in each circuit charged with the duty 
ot looking after the interest of the Government in this court. 

In my judgment the first plan, that is, that each district attorney be

required to follow and eare for tlie cases from liis district in the court 
of appeals, is upon tlie whole the best. The knowledge of the case, which 
the district attorney will have acquired in the original pro(ieedings, will 
be very valuable in its presentation upon appeal. It wiU require mncli 
less labor in preparation to enable him to present the case than would 
be required of one taking' it up anew. It will be nci^essary, however, 
that some provision be made for compensation of the di8tri<*t attorney 
for such service, and for the payment of his traveling and other exx>enses 
connected with these duties. 

It will doubtless sometimes happen that Government cases of such 
imi)ortance will find their way to the circuit coiut of appeals, that it 
will be deemed necessary that some attorney fi'oni this Department 
shall be detailed to assist the district attorney in their presentation to 
the court. Any appropriation made for the purpose of covering the ex- 
penses of the district attorney in following the cases should be suffi- 
cient to defray the expenses of any attorney from the Department de- 
tailed for such purpose. In the absence of any provision in the statutes, 
I have, for the time being, directed the district attorneys to follow 
their cases to the circuit courts of apxxeal. 

There is another matter touching this circuit court of appeals which 
demands attention. No provision is made in the law for the appoint- 
ment of deputy clerks, yet in case of the necessary absence or disability 
of the clerk, the services of such dei^uty might be essential. ISTot only 
so, but the court is authorized to hold sessions in different places in the, 
circuit, and it might be much more convenient to have a deputy at each 
place, than for the princiiial clerk to carry his office around with the 
court. Til ere seems to be no reason why the same authority to appoint 
deputies should not be granted as in the old circuit court. 

I call attention to the fact, also, that a claim is made that a clerk ap- 
pointed under this law is entitled not only to the salary of §3,000 pro^ 
vided by the law, but to an additional $3,500 to be deducted from the 
fees collected in his office. This claim is based on the last sentence of 
section nine of the act (26 Stat., p. 829). That sentence reads iis follows : 

That tlve marshals, criers, clerks, bailiffs, and messeugers shall be allowed the same 
compensatifnj for their respective services as are allowed for similar services in the 
existing circuit courts. 

In the first section of the act the provision is made for a salary of 
$3,000. It is c(>iit<'nded that, so far as clerks, marshals, etc., are con- 
cerned, this last sentence of section 9 means nothing, unless it means 
that they are to receive fees in addition to their salaries. Unless the 
])iii[)()se of Congress in this matter is made plain, the result will be 
numerous suits against the Government by these officers, unless, as 
seems hardly ])robable, the accounting officers shall accede to their 
demands. I recommend therefore that an amendment be enacted ex- 
plicitly settling this (question. 
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COURT OF PRIVATE LAND CLAIMS. 

In pursuance of the act of March 3, 1891, providing for a Court of 
Private Land Claims, such court has been organized, and is ready for 
business. 

As will be seen by a communication from the Chief Justice, a copy of 
which is made a part hereof and marked Exhibit 2, a term of this court 
has been appointed to be held, in Denver, Colo., on the 17th of No- 
vember, and at Santa F^, K. Mex., on the 1st of DecJember. It is be- 
lieved that a large part of the business of the court will have to be 
transacted at Santa F6 as most of the cases are likely to arise under 
land grants in New Mexico and Arizona. 

BUSINESS IN THE COURT OF CLiAIMS. 

The Assistant Attorney-General, in charge of the business of the 
Government in the Court of Claims has prepared a full and carefiil 
statement of such business for the past year. To this statement, which 
is made a part of this report as Exhibit 3, 1 ask the carefdl attention of 
Congress. By this statement it will be seen that a very large amount 
of business has been done by the court during the past year. The to- 
tal number of cases disposed of by trial or otherwise is 653,* the amounts 
claimed in said cases being $7,377,011.54. Of these cases 489 have 
been disposed of favorably to the United States and 164 favorably to 
the plaintiffs, the aggregate amount allowed to plaintiffs being $700,- 
817.86, being nearly $150,000 less than was recovered in the previous 
year. 

This statement of the Assistant Attorney-General is so framed as to 
give pretty full information in regard to all the different classes of cases 
pending, or cognizable, in that court, namely, the Bowman act cases, 
departmental cases, general and special jurisdiction cases, claims 
against the District of Columbia, French spoKation, and Indian depre- 
dation cases. (Full particulars in reference to the Indian depredation 
cases are found in the statement by the Assistant Attorney-General 
in charge of that particular business). 

It contains also a statement of the number of cases docketed annu- 
ally, commencing with the year 1880 to 1891 inclusive, and the total 
amounts claimed in the cases filed in each year. 

Embodied in this statement also may be found full information in 
reference to the cases pending against the United States in the District 
and circuit- courts, under the act of March 3, 1889, giving to those 
courts concurrent jurisdiction with the Court of Claims in certain cases. 

In 1880, as is shown by this statement, there were pending in the Court 
of Claims, in the general and special jurisdiction, only 442 suits. There 
are now pending in that court, under the same jurisdiction, 1,194 suits, 
and under the Bowman act, 7,393. In short, the business of the court 
has increased nearly twenty-fold, while the force of the Department of 
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Justice, available for the care of such business, is practically the same as 
in 1880. As is shown in this statement, it is entirely clear that, if most 
of the business in this court is not to wait years for attention, some 
provision must be made for an increase in the working capacity of the 
court with a view to the more rapid hearing and decision of cases, and 
to the force of the Attorney-GeneraPs Office for the preparation and 
presentation of such cases for hearing. 

REPRINT OF COURT OF CLAIMS REPORTS. 

Especial attention is called to the recommendation upon this subject 
by the Assistant Attorney-General in charge of the business of the Gov- 
ernment in this court as well as in the circuit and district courts. 
. Th^ concurrent jui;jsdiction of the last named courts with the Court 
of Claims, in the matter of money demands against the United States, 
makes it imperative that these reports be brought within the reach of 
the circuit and district judges and the United States attorneys. I hope 
a reprint as suggested will be provided for. . 

GOVERNMENT ATTORNEYS BEFORE BOARD OF APPRAISERS. 

It is necessary that some provision shall be made for the representa- 
tion of the interests of the Government before the Board of Appraisers 
in customs cases appealed from the collector to the Board of Appraisers. 
In these matters it is often necessary that a large amount of evidence 
be taken by the Board of Appraisers sitting practically as a court, and 
some provision should be made either directly, as to the appearance of 
attorneys in such cases, or authority should be given to the Attorney- 
General to authorize and require such appearance, and provision be 
made for their compensation. It is proper to say that in the absence of 
any provision for attorneys before the Board of Appraisers, the Attorney- 
General has taken the responsibility of directing such service to be 
performed by the most convenient district attorney. 

INDIAN DEPREDATION CLAIMS. 

The report of the Assistant Attorney-General in charge of these 
claims, under the act of March 3, 1891, is filed herewith, marked Ex- 
hibit 4. 

This report gives information well worthy the attention of Congress, 
and shows the vast magnitude of the work committed by that act to 
the Department of Justice and the Court of Claims. As will be seen 
by that report, between the date of the enactment of the law, March 3, 
1891, and October 12, 1891, 5,101 petitions had been tiled in the Court 
of Claims on account of Indian depredations, said claims varying in 
size from $19.75 to $1,281,250, and aggregating $20^031,754.40. 

The report contains statistics showing the geographical location and 
origin of the claims, as well as the different tribes of Indians to which 
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the same are chargeable; and it also shows that the Assistant Att<^r- 
ney-Geiieral and his two assistants in charge have done a very large 
amount of work in answering and preparing said claims for hearing. 

I call attention especially to what is said in the report of the inad- 
equacy of the provision made for the conduct of this business. It is 
evident that any proper expedition of hearings in this vast business 
requires an appropriation which will authorize the employment of a 
larger force. The total appropriation for the current fiscal ye^ is only 
$15,000 to cover not only the expense of taking testimony and all other 
incidental expenses but the salaries of the Assistant-^ Attorney-General 
and his assistants as well. 

At present there are employed in this Bureau the Assistant Attorney- 
General, provided for by law, and two assistants (attorneys) at salaries 
of $1,500 each. It will be necessary to provide for additional clerical 
force for this Bureau, and it is hoped that an appropriation adequate 
for the great work imported on the Department by this law will be made. 

REPORT OF THE SOLICITOR OF THE TREASURY. 

The report of the Solicitor of the Treasury for the fiscal year ending 
June 30, 1891, is herewith submitted, marked Exhibit I. 

In transmitting that report the Solicitor summarizes the business as • 
shown by tabular statements, etc. The tables show the successful 
transaction of a very large amount of Government business, and are 
as follows : 

1.- Suits on transcripts of accounts of defaulting jiublic officers, ex- 
cepting those of the Post-Office Department, adjusted by the account- 
ing officers of the Treasury Department. 

2. Post-office suits, embracing those against officers of the Post- 
Office Department, and cases of fines, penalties, and forfeitures for 
violation of postal laws. 

3. Suits on custom-house bonds. 

4. Suits for recovery of fines, penalties, and forfeitures under the 
customs revenue and navigation laws. 

5. Suits against collectors of customs and other officers or agents of 
the Government, excepting internal-revenue officers, for refund of duties 
and acts done in line of their official duty. 

6. Suits in which the United States is a party or is interested, and 
not embraced in the other classes. 

7. A general summary or extract of all the other tables. 

An examination of the tables will show that the whole number of 
suits commenced within the year was 5,814, of which 14 were of class 
1, for the recovery of $82,804.04; 425 were of class 2, for the recovery 
of $77,185.87; 17 were of class 3, for the recovery of $2,913.37; 183 
were of class 4, for the recovery of $39,512.07; 1,392 were of class 5; 
3,783 were of class 6, for the recovery of $1,577,673.37; making a total 
sued for, as reported, of $1,780,148.72. 
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Of tli(» whole number of suits brought 2,754 were decided in favor of 
the United States; 29 were adversely decided; 583 were settled and 
dismissed; in 6 penalties were remitted by the Secretary of the Treas- 
ury, leaving 2,442 still pending. 

Of those pending at the commencement of the year, 829 were decided 
for the United States; 134 were decided adversely; 1,869 were settled 
and dismissed, and in 2 penalties were remitted by the Secretary of 
the Treasury. 

The whole number of suits decided or otherwise disposed of during 
the year was 6,200; the whole amount for which judgments were ob- 
tained, exclusive of decrees in rem^ was $550,108.67; and the entire 
amount collected from all sources was $797,375.06. 

The number of cases in which offers of compromise were pending and 
received during the fiscal year was 126, involving the sum of $2,348,- 
673.37. 

The number of oflPers accepted was 80, involving the sum of $1,193,- 
078.05 ; amount a<5cepted, $90,623.02. 

The number of offers rejected was 31, involving the sum of $937,753.49; 
amount rejected, $40,097.49. 

The number of offers pending at the close of the year was 15, involv- 
ing the sum of $217,841.83 ; amount offered, $8,501.32. 

Among the foregoing pending cases are three cases of timber tres- 
pass, involving the sum of $1,540.05. 

A statement of real property by law, in charge of this ofl&ce, acquired 
during the fiscal year is appended. 

The number of letters and communications received by this ofl&ce 
during the fiscal year was 10,620; the number of ofl&cial bonds, con- 
tracts, and leases received for examination as to their correctness in 
form and as to their legal sufSciency, and returned, was 1,061; the 
number of letters and communications sent out was 4,622; and the 
number of opinions rendered on questions of law submitted by the Sec- 
retary of the Treasury, or by the heads of bureaus of the Treasury De- 
partment, was 120; that is, written opinions, exclusive of the larger 
number of verbal opinions touching various questions presented by the 
Secretary and the heads of bureaus and divisions. 

UNITED STATES PRISONS AND PRISONERS. 

In pursuance of recommendations in the annual report of this De- 
partment for the years 1889 and 1890, a bill was passed by the last 
Congress authorizing the construction of three United States prisons 
to be located, one north and another south of the thirty-ninth degree of 
north latitude and east of the Eocky Mountains, and the third west of 
the Eocky Mountains, the same to be so located geographically as to be 
most easy of access to the different portions of the country; and the 
Attorney-General and the Secretary of the Interior were directed to 
select such sites and cause suitable prison buildings to be erected 
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thereoh, such sites and buildings not to exceed in cost $500,000 each. 
This law further provided for the care, management, and conduct of 
such prisons, but, by an evident inadvertence, failed to make any ap- 
propriation for the purchase of such sites and the erection of such 
buildings. This act may be found in the twenty-sixth volume of the 
Statutes-at-Large, p. 839. I recommend that the appropriations ev- 
idently contemplated by that act, be made, so that this work may go 
forward. 

The prisoners of the United States, other than those serving jail sen- 
tences, are confined in about sixty different State institutions, scattered 
throughout the country. The act of Congress approved February 23, 
1887, prohibiting the employment of United States iirisoners on con- 
tract, required a reassignment of penitentiaries, in view of the fact that 
many of them had no system of labor consistent with this act, at which 
United States prisoners could be employed. There were 1,521 United 
States prisoners serving sentences in the various penitentiaries June 30, 
1891. The large majority of these prisoners were confined as follows : 
Arkansas State penitentiary. Little Eock, Ark., 66 ; The House of Cor- 
rection, Detroit, Mich., 344; The Albany County penitentiary, Albany, 
K. Y., 257 ; Ohio penitentiary, Columbus, Ohio, 240. An examination 
of the several State institutions throughout the country reveals the fact 
that the penitentiary system of many of the States is not to be com- 
mended. The ^^ convict camp" is not indorsed by the Department. 

The three prisons now principally used are the Albany penitentiary, 
the Ohio penitentiary, and the Detroit house of correction, as stated 
above, the use of the Arkansas State penitentiary having been discon- 
tinued as to future sentences. Satisfactory arrangements have been 
made with each of these institutions and the treatment received by the 
prisoners is humane, the discipline is strict, and the general welfare of 
the prisoners is considered by the authorities. 

The Albany County penitentiary is used for the United States pris- 
oners convicted in the courts of ^ew York, Maryland, Virginia, and the 
District of Columbia. To the Ohio penitentiary are sentenced x)risoners 
from Ohio, Kentucky, Tennessee, Alabama, Florida, Arkansas, Georgia, 
Oklahoma, North Carolina, and South Carolina. To the house of cor- 
rection, at Detroit, prisoners are sentenced from Michigan, Louisiana, 
Wyoming (long terms), Arizona (long terms), Mississippi, Arkansas, 
and Texas. 

Prisoners convicted in the United States courts in many of the otlier 
States are sent to the local prisons or penitentiaries. Three-fifths of the 
United States prisoners are, however, confined in the three prisons above 
mentioned. 

PRISON STATISTICS. 

During the year ended June 30, 1891, there were received in the dif- 
ferent penitentiaries, reformatories, etc., throughout the United States, 
1,245 prisoners. The total number in custody was 2,515 j there were 
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discharged during the year 971); aud on the :>Oth of eFime, 1891^ there 
were 1,536 still in continemeut. Of the 1)71) tliseharged there were <S85 
by expiration of sentences, 44 dieiL 37 were pardoned, 9 released by 
writ of habeas corpus, and 4 transferreil t^j the insane asylum. 

Of the 1,245 prisoners receive<l during the year. 74 were committed 
for violations of the revenue laws. 151 tor <M>unterteitingy 169 tor viola- 
tion of the postal laws, and 851 tor other offenses. 

One thousand and three were born in the Uniteil States and 240 
were foreign born; 1.195 were males and 50 were temales; 669 claimed 
to be temperate, and 576 admitted themselves to be intemperate. There 
were 924whiteSy 206 colored, 64 Indians, and 51 Chinese; 849 could 
read and write, SS could read only, and 308 could neither read nor 
write; 5:30 were marrieiL and 715 were single: 862 were in prison tor 
the first time, and 38»3 had heretotbre serveil sentences ; 126 were under 
twenty years of age when admitted, 542 between twenty and thirty 
years of age, 278 between thirty and forty, 175 between forty and fifty, 
and 124 were over fifty years c¥ age. 

Of the 1,536 prisoners in confinement on the 30th day of June, 1891, 
58 were idle, 57 disabled or sick, 455 were working on •"piece price,'^ 
519 on '^ State account,^^ and 447 on prison duties. 

Attached to my report (Exhibit K) is a detailed statement giving the 
names of the penitentiaries used by the Government during the past 
year, their location, the names of the wardens, districts from which 
United States prisoners have been re<*eived during the past year, and 
detailed statistics of each institution such as are referred to in the 
above general summary. 

REFORM SCHOOL, DISTRICT OF COLU>EBIA. 

The male juvenile convicts are confined in the Eeform School for boys 
of the District of Columbia, and the House of Reformation at Chelten- 
ham, Md. 

The report of the board of trustees of the Reform School is atta<.*hed, 
marked f^'xliibit L. 

The re[)ort shows that a larger number of inmates have been accom- 
inoilated and cared for than during any preWous year, and that, not- 
witlistandingthis fact, the superintendent has been compelled todeclinc 
to recciv (^ many whom the courts desired to send to this institution. It 
is tlins <'learly shown that an additional family building ought to be 
erect e4l, which, it is estimated, would cost >'2(),000, and that to furnish 
tlie same would cost $1,200. 

If also Hcenis clear that additional closets should be fitted up at an 
eHfimafcd expense- of '^2,400. 

The ^neater nnniber of inmates also calls for more teachers, and I 
recomiiH'iMl Miat these matters be i)rovided tor. 

It will he noticed that, notwithstanding the increase in the number 
to be suyported, no inciiease of the appropriation for the supx)ort of in- 
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mates is asked. In considering the necessity for increased accommo- 
dations, and an increased number of teacliers, it is to be borne in mind 
that juvenile offenders are sent to this institution, not only from the 
District of Columbia but from other districts, and that the population 
of the District as well as of the country generally, is rapidly increasing. 
I am sure that no money appropriated by Congress is so fruitful of good 
results as that which is devoted to the reformation and education of 
those who have just started down the broad highway of wiongdoing. 
I hope that whatever else may be overlooked the boys and the girls, 
who may be rescued in such an institution as this, will have attention. 

REFORM SCHOOL FOR GIRLS. 

In an act of Congress approved July 9, 1888, the incorporation of a 
Eeform School for Girls in the District of Columbia is authorized, and 
provisions enacted for the management and regulation of the same. 
"No appropriation was, however, made for such institution. The need 
for such a school thus recognized is urgent. I am frequently reminded 
by judges and officers of the courts of the District of Columbia and 
elsewhere throughout the United States that there is no place where a 
juvenile female offender can be sent with any hope of such treatment 
and discipline as will result in reformation. It is impossible to justify 
the association of children of tender years, who may have gone astray, 
in the same prison with mature and oftentimes hardened criminals. 
Yet, in the absence of an institution especially adapted to such cases, 
there is no alternative. I know of no State institution of the kind 
where such prisoners can be sent, except in occasional or rare instances. 
The successful workings and results of the Keform School for Boys in 
the District of Columbia not only commends that institution, but would 
seem to be a sufficient argument why a similar provision should be made 
for girls. Certainly their more tender natures and their greater sus- 
ceptibility to influences good and evil intensify in their behalf every 
argument which has been efficient in establishing a school for boys. I 
earnestly recommend an appropriation for the purpose of purchasing a 
site and erecting such institution. 

The commissioner of charities for the District of Columbia has, I 
believe, asked an appropriation of $75,000 for this purpose, in which 
request I concur. 

If argument in support of this recommendation is needed, the follow- 
ing facts are submitted as such argument. The number of arrests of 
females under 21 years of age in the District of Columbia, as reported 
by the superintendent of the Metropolitan police, is as follows:

This class of prisoners should be provided for in an institution where, 
if possible, their reformation could be effected. Your attention is in- 
vited to the bill introduced at the last session of Congress, H. R. 5967, 
with the accompanying report, No. 1783. Unless this appropriation is 
made, the incorporation of the girls' reform school is useless as the 
Board is i)owerless to act. 

JAIL OP THE DISTRICT OF COLUMBIA. 

The present condition of this jail is not satisfactory. The canses of 
this state of things are principally two : First, the management of the in- 
stitution is double-headed. The appointment and discharge of the war- 
den, guards, etc., are under the control of the supreme court of the Dis- 
trict, while the expenses, including the fixing of salaries, the paying of 
officials and employes, rest with the Attorney-General*. This being so, it 
is difficult to tell just where the responsibility for the good or bad man- 
agement does rest. In my opinion either the courts or the Attorney-Gen- 
eral ought to have sole charge and be solely resx)on8ible for the entire 
management of this institution, including the appointment of officers 
and employes and their payment and supervision. It would be easy 
then if matters did not go right to bring the responsible parties to book, 
as it is not now. Practically double responsibility is no responsibility, 
and the present condition of things at the jail illustrates this fisMJt. 

Second. The accomodations are insufficient. 

Provision should be made for the building of an additional wing with 
suitable accommodations for the female prisoners, so that they may be 
kept entirely separate. As it is now, quarters assigned to female pris- 
oners are in too close proximity to those occupied by the men. More 
room is needed and the quarters now occupied by tbt women are r jt 
fitted for their use. 

A wall should be built about the jail. The grounds are large, and 
a considerable part of them fit for cultivation j if surrounded by a 
proper wall, they could be utilized in maintaining the discipline and 
health of the prisoners, as well as reducing the expenses. An appro- 
priation of $5,000 to build a stable and make ordinary repairs to the 
building is recommended. 

The report of the warden is attached hereto, marked exhibit M. 
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GOVERNMENT JAIL AT FORT SMITH, ARK. 

In the report of the grand jury of the United States district court for 
the western district of Arkansas, August term, 1891, it is stated: 

We found that female prisoners are kept (for want of other accommodations) ad- 
jacent to and only separated from the male prisoners by the iron grating, thereby 
aUowing free and unrestricted conversation between them. This we think is a very 
serious oversight in the designing of the jail, and we would suggest that the attention 
of the authorities at Washington be called to the need of constructing cells some- 
where in the new hospital building for this purpose. We found the lever that locks 
one tier of ceU doors out of order and useless. It should be repaired at once, as the 
coll doors can not be locked without entering the cages. 

This report is indorsed and sent to me by the Hon. I. C. Parker, 
judge for that district, and I call the same to the attention of Congress, 
and recommend that the matter have consideration. My information 
is that the expenditure required for making the changes desired is about 
$300. 

COURT-HOUSE IN THE DISTRICT OF COLUMBIA. 

Edward Clark, the Architect of the Capitol, in a report as to the con- 
dition of this court-house, says (Exhibit N) : 

A stairway has been constructed, leading from the basement to the criminal court 
room, for the convenience of taking prisoners from the basement rooms to the court 
room. 

The marshal's office has been refitted with railing, and an additional doorway- 
made. Iron gratings have been supplied to windows and the basement corridor. 

New water-closets have been put into the judge's rooms, and many repairs made 
to the plumbing throughout the building. The roof has been painted, and repairs 
have been made to the tinwork. Considerable work has been done in the way of 
general repairs. 

I feel it my duty to again caU attention to the great need of the painting of the 
exterior and the repairs to the stone cornice of this building. 

I concur with the recommendation of Mr. Clark, and ask that an ap- 
propriation of $2,500 be made for the purpose of making the repairs 
suggested. 

CHINESE EXCLUSION ACT. 

The officers of this Department have vigorously cooperated with 
those of the Treasury Department during the year in the enforcement 
of the Chinese exclusion acts 5 yet, in many cases, these efforts have 
been rendered nugatory by the construction placed upon these acts by 
the judges of district courts. It is well known that Chinese are permitted 
to land in British Columbia upon payment of $50 each head money. 
The result is that a large number of Chinese come into the United 
States by way of British Columbia and Canada. It has been as- 
sumed by the Executive Departments of the Government having to deal 
with this special matter, that Congress, by providing in 1890 for the 
expenditure of $50,000 "to prevent the unlawful entry of Chinese into 
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the United States by the appointment of suitable officers to enforce the 
laws in relation thereto, and for expenses of returning to China all 
Chinese pergons found to he unlawfully in the United States j^ and by re- 
I)eating like legislation with an increased appropriation in 1891, intended 
that Chinese persons fonnd to be unlawfully in the United States should 
be returned to China. Several of the district judges along the border, 
however, have held otherwise, with the result that the exclusion acts 
so far as Chinese persons coming in through Canada are concerned are 
of very little eflPect. 

If it is desired that these laws shall be made eflPective, they should be 
so changed as that they can not be misunderstood. To arrest and try 
such persons, and, as the result, simply send them back across the 
British Une, is shown to be an idle expenditure of time, labor, and 
money, by the fact that, as might well be expected, the same persons 
have to be arrested and tried over and over again. Moreover it is quite 
uncertain whether an order requiring Chinese prisoners to be sent back 
into the British dominions can be made effective. In a recent case, 
orignating at Fargo, the authorities of British Columbia refused to permit 
two Chinamen to be returned across the border, unless upon the payment 
of the $50 head tax for each, which, of course, the marshal refused to 
pay. These persons we now have on our hands and have no way of 
disposing of them according to law. This subject demands prompt con- 
sideration. 

POTOMAC FLATS LITIGATION. 

I submit herewith a report of the United States attorney for the 
District of Columbia touching the Potomac flats litigation, marked Ex- 
hibit P. This letter explains the present condition and prospect with 
reference to this litigation, and shows that the same is near a final 
hearing. 

TEXAS BOUNDARY CASE. 

A special assistant was appointed, as provided by act of Congress, 
to aid in the prosecution of the claim of the United States to the terri- 
tory known as *^ Greer County," in the Indian Territory, but claimed by 
the State of Texas. A bill has been filed in the Supreme Court of the 
United States for the purpose of settling the conflicting claims. The 
testimony in behalf of the Government is nearly completed, and I am 
advised by the special counsel in charge of the case that a speedy hear- 
ing will be asked of the court to determine questions as to the consti- 
tutionality of the act of Congress directing the suit to be brought, and 
also as to tho jurisdiction of the Supreme Court over the subject in 
controversy. 

THE MORMON CHURCH LITIGATION. 

As matter of general interest, I submit herewith FJxhibitQ, the report 
of the United States attorney for Utah, giving in outline the history 
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and the present condition of the litigation with reference to the property 
of the Mormon Church, under the provisions of section 17 of the act of 
March 3, 1887. Since my last report, the decree of the Supreme Court, 
afcming, in the main,* the decree of the court below devoting the pro- 
ceeds of the property in litigation to charitable uses, has been entered 
and the mandate sent down to the supreme court of Utah for execu- 
tion. The proceedings for bringing this litigation to an end are being 
pushed as rapidly as practicable. A special assistant attorney has re- 
cently been appointed to cooperate with the district attorney of Utah 
to this end. 

In this connection I call attention to a letter recently received from 
the United States attorney for Utah touching the need for a regulation 
by statute of the United States of the competency of witnesses in Utah 
in Government cases. The letter shows that as to the competency ot 
husband and wife, by reason of certain Territorial statutes which are 
regarded as controlling in some of the courts, different rules prevail in 
the different districts, and in the prosecution of the various offenses 
arising under the anti-polygamy law, by reason of the admission of the 
wife to testify, the guilty husband often escapes tAe just penalty of his 
acts. It would seem that in the enforcement of such a law as the 
Edmunds-Tucker act, Congress, rather than the Territorial legislature, 
should prescribe the rules of evidence. 

THE BELL TELEPHONE CASE. 

During the past year the Government has been pushing as vigor- 
ously as possible the taking of the testimony in this case. The policy 
of the defendants in this litigation has been one of delay from the first. 
Cross-examinations have been protracted for weeks and months, the 
purpose being, as is charged, to delay a final decree in the case until the 
expiration of the life of the patents in dispute. Notwithstanding these 
delays, the testimony of the Government is nearly all taken, and would 
have been completed before the first of October but for the fact that, 
on the application of the defendants, an adjournment was ordered by 
the court in the middle of August to the first of October. The report 
of the special attorney in charge of this case is herewith filed, marked 
exhibit R. 

SUITS BROUaHT IN COMPLIANCE WITH SPECIFIC DIRECTIONS AND 

ACTS OF CONGRESS. 

In my last annual report, under this head, the following statement 
in reference to a number of pending suits was made: 

Under the act of August 7, 1888 (25 Stats, at Large, 382), requiring aU telegraph lines 
subsidized by the Government, by and through their own respective corporate offi- 
cers and employes, to maintain and operate for railroad, governmental, commercial, 
and aU other purposes, such telegraph lines, and requiring the Attorney-General, 
by proper proceedings to prevent any unlawful interference with the rights and 
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equities of the llDited States in relation to Buch telegraph lines, live snits have been 
commenced as follows : 

1. One suit in the circuit court of the United States for the district of Nebraska 
against the Union Pacific Railroad and the Went urn Union Telegraph Company. In 
this suit the evidence is being taken. 

2. One suit against the Northern Pacific Railroad Company, the Western* Union 
Telegraph Company, and the Northwestern Telegraph Company in the circuit court 
for the district of Minnesota. 

3. One suit against the Sioux City and Pacific Railroad Company and the Western 
Union Telegraph Company in the northern district of Iowa. 

4. A suit against the Central Pacific Railroad Company and the Western Union 
Telegraph Company in the circuit court for the northern district of California. 

^. A suit against the Southern Pacific Railroad Company and the Western Union 
Telegraph Company in the circuit court for the northern district of California. 

6. In pursuance of the act of March 2, 1889 (25 Statutes at Large, page 850), snits 
were commenced in the circuit court of the United States for the district of Oregon 
for the forfeiture of the wagon-road land grants referred to in said act. These cases 
were vigorously prosecuted to a final hearing, and decrees rendered against the Gov- 
ernment dismissing the bills. From these decrees appeals have heen taken to the 
Supreme Court, where the cases are now pending. 

7. Alike result has been reached in the suit commenced by the Government against 
the parties claiming land patented to the State of Iowa for the use of the Des Moines 
River Navigation Company. From the final decree in that case an appeal has been 
tak,en by the Government to the Supreme Court, and the case is now there pending. 

8. The suit (25 Statutes, 768) for the settlement of titles to lands claimed by and 
nnder the Black Bob band of Shawnee Indians, in Kansas, has been commenced, 
and is being diligently prosecuted. The answer, the preparation of which involved 
a vast amount of labor and research, has been tiled, and the taking of testimony will 
soon commence. This also will require much time and labor. 

I now have to add that in the first suit above named, namely, The 
United States against The Union Pacific Eailroad Company and The 
Western Union Telegraph Company, all the evidence has been taken^ 
and a final hearing was had in the case on the 2d of November, 1891, 
before Mr. Justice Brewer, circuit justice for the eighth circuit. 

The suits, Nos. 4 and 5, of the United States against The Central 
Pacific Eailroad Company and the Western Union Telegraph Com- 
pany, and the United States against The Southern Pa<;Lfic Eailroad 
Company and the Western Union Telegraph Company, both pending 
in the northern district of California, are pending upon demurrers and 
motions to dismiss for want of jurisdiction, it being claimed on behalf 
of the Western Union Telegraph Company and other corporations 
necessary parties defendant, having charters from States other than 
California, that they can not be sued in the United States circuit 
court in any district in a State other than that from which they derive 
their respective charters. In other words, that they are not "inhab- 
itants " of any district except a district in the State by which they were 
created. These cases were set for argument before Mr. Justice Field, 
circuit justice for the ninth circuit, on the — th day of October, 1891, 
and the argument being commenced the disability of Mr. Justice Field 
to hear the case was developed, and they now await a new assignment 
lor hearing. For such hearing the Government is ready. 
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Toucbiug the question of jurisdiction raised by these corporations, 
nonresidents of California, the result of such contention is that a cor- 
poration like the Western Union Telegraph Company, a ^ew York 
corporation, which is doing business in every State and district in the 
Union, which has the right to sue in the Federal courts of the various 
districts, and if sued in the State courts to remove such suits for liti- 
gation in the Federal courts, can not be sued in the Federal courts in 
any State outside of New York. A natural person, being a citizen of 
New York, under the statute, might be sued in California by a citizen 
of California, although he might be simply sojourning in that district; 
but this corporation, which really has a domicile in every district in the 
Union,, can only be sued in the State of New York. It is not believed 
that such is the law, at least where the Government is plaintiff. Cer- 
tainly it was not the intention of Congress in enacting the judiciary 
law of 1888 to thus make corporations a privileged class. Under this 
construction an alien corporation, that is, a corporation 6f Great Brit- 
ain, or any foreign nation, could not be sued in the Federal courts in 
this country at all. 

I recommend that section 1 of tfie act of August 13, 1888 (25 Stat., p. 
434), be amended by inserting the proviso, -in italics, after the word 
"inhabitant" in the following sentence, namely: "And no civil suit 
shall be brought before either of said courts against any person by any 
original process or proceeding in any other district than that whereof 
he is an inhabitant:" Provided, That any foreign corporation may he sued 
in any district where it may be found, process to be served as in like cases 
in the State where said suit or action is brought. 

Such an amendment would restore the law to what it was for a cen- 
tury prior to the act of March 3, 1887, and would imi)ose on these cor- 
porations a liability to be sued corresponding to the right they enjoy 
to sue as plaintiffs, and to remove suits in which they are defendants. 

The two suits, 2 and 3, viz, the one against the Northern Pacific 
Eailroad Company and the Western Union Telegraph Company, and 
the one against the Sioux City and Pacific Company and the Western 
Union Telegraph Company, are both pending upon demurrer, awaiting 
the result in the cases against the Central and Southern Pacific Eail- 
road companies upon the question of jurisdiction. 

Under No. 6 for the forfeiture of the Wagon Road land grants in 
Oregon, the decree of the circuit court dismissing the bill has been 
reversed in the Supreme Court and the case sent back for a new trial 
upon the merits, which I am advised by the* attorney in charge will 
very soon take place. 

BLACK BOB INDIAN LITIGATION. 

A communication submitted herewith, marked Exhibit S,'from the 
district attorney for Kansas, shows what has been done and the present 
status of the litigation in reference to these lands. Notwithstanding 
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the difficulties in tlie way of rapid progress iu tbis litigation, which are 
many, as appears by the report of the district attorney, yet substantial 
progress has been made, and the business will be pushed forward as 
rapidly as possible. 

% PROTECTION OF OFFICERS, WITNESSES, ETC. 

My last report, under head of ^^Enforcement of the laws," contained 
the following: 

In some parts of the country the lawlessness to which attention was called in 
the last annual report of this Department continues. The enforcement of the in- 
ternal revenue laws and of the United States election laws is particularly resisted ; 
and officers of the internal revenue, as well as United States marshals, are fre- 
quently met with violence, and are occasionally the victims of assassination at the 
hands of those guilty of violating? these and other laws, and their friends. Several 
assassinations of officers and witnesses, with the purpose of impeding tlie execution 
of the laws and orders of the United States courts, have occurred duriug the past 
year. Within the last ten days a deputy marshal, attemptin^j: to serve a warrant 
for the arrest of a man for violation of the postal laws, was shot and instantly killed 
by the man sought to he arrested; and, on a preliminary examination before a mag- 
istrate of the State, the prisoner was promptly discharged. 

It is certainly an anomaly in government ^at those who have committed murders 
for the purpose of stopping prosecutions in the Federal courts should not only not be 
punished, but not evenlbe put upon trial, although, in at least two cases in one district 
during 1890, well known. Yet such is the fact. It is needless to say that the Federal 
courts have no adequate jurisdiction of these offenses. 

Section 5509 of the Revised Statutes provides that if any person attempts, by in- 
timidation, threats, etc., to prevent any citizen from exercising the right of suffrage, 
and in so doing commits a felony, or if two or more persons conspire to debar any 
person from the enjoyment of any of his civil rights and in so doing connnit a felony, 
such felony shall be punished according to the laws of the State wherein the same is 
committed. 

If section 5509 were so broadened as to make any felony committed while in the act 
of violating any statute of the United States triabhi in the United States courts 
and punishable according to the laws of the State wherein the same is connnitted, 
it would greatly help in the administration of justice. 

So long as persons who kiU officers, witnesses, or jurors, for the purpose of imped- 
ing the administration of justice, can only be tried and punished in a Federal court 
as for a minor offense, the administration of the United States laws, and the laws 
themselves, in many districts, will have little respect. 

The Supreme Court has recently decided that there is a *' peace of the United 
States." Is it not the duty of Congress to provide by law for the preservation of 
this ''peace" everywhere and at all times? 

Notwithstanding the difficulties of the situation, the officers of this Department 
have been diligent in executing the laws. 

All that is there stated is eqiiallj^ apt to the present situation. As 
there intimated, sections 6508 and 5509 of the Eevised Statutes apply 
only to crimes committed as the result of a conspiracy. What reason 
there is, why, when two or more persons combine together to commit the 
wrongs named in those sections, they should he punishable, and when 
an individual commits the same wrongs alone, he should go S(;ot-free, is 
not apparent. I am happy to be able to report, however, that in two 
instances during the pastyear successful prosecutions have been under- 
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taken and maintained under these sections. In the southern district of 
Georgia, certain parties, including* a leading lawyer of the county, the 
sheriff*, and others of like standing, entered into a conspiracy to prevent 
a citizen of New York from occupying and enjoying property in their 
midst, held by him under and by virtue of a decree of the circuit court 
of the United States; and, in carrying out their conspiracy, they actually 
procured the agent of this nonresident property holder to be assas- 
sinated, as he sat with his family in his library in the evening after 
supi)er. These conspirators were indicted, and tried in the United 
States circuit court for that district, with the result that three of them 
were convicted of murder, under section 5509, and sentenced to the 
penitentiary for life, and two were convicted only of the conspiracy, 
under section 5508, and sentenced, one to ten years and the other to six 
years in the penitentiary. Just three months after the murder the 
guilty parties were comitted to the penitentiary — a prompt and signal 
triumph of public justice. 

In Young County, in the northern district of Texas, in 1888, four 
prisoners named Marlow, being brothers, in the custody of deputy 
marshals of the United States, upon a charge of some misdemeanor in 
the Indian Territory, of which the survivors were subsequently ac- 
quitted, were being transferred from one jail to another, when they 
were set upon by a mob, some of them public officials of the county. 
They were promptly abandoned by their guards, and left chained 
together by the ankles to fight for their lives. The result was that the 
Marlows, having seized the arms left by their guards, a battle ensued 
in which two of the Marlows were killed, a third wounded, and two or 
three of their assailants were also killed. The two surviving Marlow 
brothers, having thus beaten off* their assailants, with a knife taken 
from the body of one of the latter, unjointed the ankles of the brothers 
to whom they were chained and escaped to a place of safety. The 
leaders of this mob were indicted for conspiracy and murder, under 
sections 5508 and 5509, and tried in the circuit court for the northern 
district of Texas. On the first trial the jury disagreed; but, upon a 
second trial, a verdict was returned for the Government, finding three 
of the ring-leaders of the mob, who were all officials of the county, 
guilty under section 5508, and they were sentenced by the court to the 
full limit of the law, namely, to each a fine of $10,000, and five years in 
the penitentiary. In this case a writ of error has been taken to the 
Supreme Court, and it is now there pending for hearing. 

My information is that the result of these trials, both in Georgia and 
Texas, has been to vastly strengthen the sentiment of law and order. 

THE ITATA CASE. 

In April last the attention of this Department was called to the fact 
that parties, in the interest of the Congressional or Insurrectionary 
party in Chile, were procuring arms and ammunition and fitting out a 
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ship at San Diego, Cal.; as it was alleged, with the purimse that such 
ship should be employed in the commission of hostilities against "the 
subjects, citizens, and property ''of the recognized Chilean Government, 
with which this Government was at i>ea(»e and holding diplomatic re- 
lations. Upon r(»ceipt of such iirformation the United States district 
attorney and marshal for the southern district of California were di- 
rected to omit no ettbrt to prevent violations of the neutrality laws by 
these parties, and to take steps for the punishment of any persons who 
should commit such violations. Investigation proved that the state- 
ment of the purchase of arms and the fitting out of the vessel as above 
was true. 

A schooner was chartered at San Francisco by representatives of the 
Congressional party and loaded with ammunition and arms and dis- 
patched to the harbor of San Diego, there or near there to meet 
another vessel, an armed transport of the Congressional party — ^the 
Ji^a^a, carrying ajack and penant — which was to receive the cargo of the 
schooner and carry the same to Chile, or to ships of the navy of the 
Congressional party of Chile, to be used for the purpose suggested. 
In pursuance of this plan the Itutaj having taken down her jack and 
pennant, concealed her four cannon in the hold, together with the arms 
of a considerable force of soldiers on board, and all ofl&cers having put 
oflP their uniforms and disguised themselves in civilians' dress, under 
command of the commander of the Esmeralda^ a warship of the Con- 
gressional party, then hovering off the coast of California, came into 
the harbor of San Diego There the officers of the Itata represented 
to the customs officers that she was an ordinary merchant vessel, and 
as such purchased supplies of provisions and coal. 

Suspicious circumstances appearing, however, she was seized by tbe 
United States marshal. Within a day or two after such seizure, and 
while in the custody of a deputy marshal, the commandant of the Itata^ 
being the commander of the war ship the Esmeralda^ as above stated, 
by force rescued the ship fi^om the custody of the marshal, took her out 
of the harbor without obtaining clearance papers, and, with the marshal 
as a prisoner on board, put to sea 5 but the next day the marshal was 
sent ashore at some near point south. Thereupon tlie/^a^a, having met 
the schooner above referred to at San Clemente Island, took .on board 
the arms and ammunition as above, and, convoyed by the Esmeralda^ 
sailed away to Chile. She was, however, pursued by one of the ships 
of the !N^avy of this Government, and, as the result, came back to San 
Diego 5 was libeled, with her cargo, for violation of the neutrality laws 
under section 5283 of the Eevised Statutes, and two of the persons — one 
Trumbull and one Burt — who had been the principal promoters of the 
enterprise, were indicted by the grand jury of the southern district of 
California under said section and 5285 and 5286, Eevised Statutes. 

Upon a trial of this indictment, commencing on the 20th of October 
last, it was held by the district court that these proceedings were 
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not ill violation of the neutrality laws of the United States, first, because 
tlie enterprise was a legitimate commercial transaction, and second, be- 
cause the Congressional party of Chile, not having at the time received 
recognition from the Government of the United States either as a govern- 
ment dejure or as a belligerent, the acts done by the representatives of 
and in the interest of that party, in the way of hostilities against the 
Chilean Government, were not in violation of any statute of the United 
States. In short, that it is only in the interest of a government recog- 
nized as such dejure, or as a belligerent, that the neutrality statutes of 
the United States can be violated. 

Experience shows that it is by unrecognized insurgents and revolu- 
tionists, having everything to gain and little to lose, and often there- 
fore desperate, that neutrality obligations are most frequently violated. 
Without discussing the proposition that such a transaction is legitimate 
commerce, I venture the suggestion that, in case of serious injury to 
the commercial or other interests of a nation with which we are at 
peace by ships fitted oulb in our harbors, a plea of such nonrecognition 
would be a very insufficient answer before a board of arbitration or the 
tribunal of a just public opinion. 

If the construction given to these statutes by the trial court shall be 
sustained on appeal the statute should, I think, be amended. 

OTHER IMPORTANT LITIGATION IN THE SUPREME COURT. 

After the enactment by the last Congress of the tariff act, known as 
the McKinley bill, and the anti-lottery act, a number of suits were 
brought to test the constitutional validity of these acts, as well as of an 
act in reference to the classification of worsteds as woolens, which last 
act, it was claimed, had never become a law, because of the alleged ab- 
sence of a quorum in the House of Eepresentatives at the time the 
vote was taken upon the passage of such act. These cases were all 
brought into the Supreme Court and have recently been argued and 
are now awaiting decision by that court. 

A final argument has also been had in the suit brought on behalf of 
the Attorney -General of Canada, to test the rights of Canadian sealing 
vessels in the Bering Sea, and that case also is awaiting decision. 

Two or three cases, invoMng the constitutionality and construction 
of the interstate-commerce law, and the law requiring a witness to 
testify as to his own connection with alleged violations of law, under the 
guaranty of the statute against the use of such testimony in a trial of 
himself, are briefed, and will be argued within a very short time. 

DEGREES OF MURDER. 

I have heretofore called attention to the fact that in most of the States 
the statutes recognize degrees in the crime of murder, and prescribe 
corresponding punishment. In the Federal system no such distinction, 
either in crime or the punishment, is known. The penalty prescribed 
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for murder, whether it be of that atrocity which niider the State stat- 
utes would be characterized as murder in the first degTee, or the lesser 
offense known as murder in the second degree, is death. The court, in 
passing sentence upon the verdict, has no discretion, and the only re- 
lief where the death penalty ought not to be inflicted is in an applica- 
tion for executiv eclemency. Moreover, juries, knowing that a verdict 
of guilty necessarily involves the death penalty, natuially refuse to find 
such a verdict in many cases where they would readily find a verdict of 
murder in the second degree. It seems to me that this state of things 
ought to be remedied by statute. 

AMENDMENTS OF LAWS IN DISTRICT OF COLUMBIA. 

Attention is also invited to the state of the law in the District ui>on 
the subjects of adultery and fornication. There is no punishment for^ 
the latter and a very inadequate one for the former. The act of Mary- ' 
land of 1715, chapter 27, made both adultery and fornication jmnisha- 
ble, but the section of that act relating to fornication was repealed by 
the general assembly of Maryland prior to the cession of the territory 
of the present District of Columbia to the United States Government, 
and no laws upon either of those subjects applicable to this District 
have ever been enacted by Congress. It is believed that the section of 
the act of 1715 above referred to, so far as it relates to the crime of 
adultery, is in force in this District, but the punishment therein pre- 
scribed is only a fine of £3 sterling. 

I am informed that in the trial of petty cases in the police court of 
the District it is. frequently developed that persons are living together 
who have never been married, and also that persons having husbands 
or wives are living in open adultery with other persons, and that this 
practice is carried to an alarming extent. It is believed to be on the 
increase, and it seems important that there should be some adequate 
punishment that will break up such immoral practices. 

ADDITIONAL ROOM FOR DEPARTMENT OF JUSTICE. 

I beg to call the attention of Congress to the fact that every room in 
the Department of Justice is occupied, indeed, most of the rooms are 
occupied by from two to three or four persons. With the kind of work 
required to be done in this Department a good deal of inconvenience 
results from such crowding. 

At every session of Congress additional work is imposed upon the 
Department, making necessary additional assistants and clerks. Thus, 
at the last session, the legislation with reference to the submission of 
claims for Indian depredations to the Court of Claims imposed upon 
the Department a large amount of additional work and requiring cor- 
responding additional help. Aside from the work thus brought in by 
special enactments, the growth of the country results yearly in a large 
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increase of business in the l)ei)artnient, and if this business is to be 
transacted in any proper manner provision must be made by Congress 
for enlarged quarters for the Department. 

Fortunately the Government owns a large lot immediately contiguous 
to the Department, whi<;h can be used for this piurpose. 

In the mean time, the volume of business and papers in the Court of 
Claims, which occupies all of the first floor of the Department building, 
has recently, by reason of the reference of business to that court, been 
so enlarged that some provision must at once be made for the custody 
and care of those papers. The only value of these papers is in their 
being so arranged that they' can be examined and inspected by suit- 
ors, attorneys, and the court. Such arrangement can not be made 
vithout a provision of additional room for that purpose. It has been 
suggested by the court that at a small expense a roof can be extended 
over the alley, which is owned by the Government, on the east side of 
the building, at the top of the first story, and thereby a long and con- 
venient room can be made available for the purpose above referred to. 
The chief justice of the court has caused an estimate to be made of the 
expense of such improvement, and I submit the same herewith, the 
amount being $4,000, and recommend that an appropriation be made for 
this purpose. Exhibit T. 

CONFEDERATE ARCHIVES. 

In the defense of suits brought under the Bowman act in the Court 
of Claims, and in the reexamination of claims heretofore allowed, as 
provided by the act of Congress of March 3, 1891, which, while mak- 
ing appropriation for the payment of a large number of said clahns, 
provides that no such payments shall be made until the Attorney-Gen- 
eral shall have caused a reexamination to be made as to the " loyalty 
of the claimant or claimants," and upon ^Hhe justice and merits of the 
claim," much valuable evidence is found in the Confederate Archives. 
In pursuing these investigations two very large masses of undigested 
Confederate papers, records, books, and documents have within the past 
year been brought to light by the officers of the War Department and 
the attorneys of the Department of Justice. A part of these papers, 
occupying one hundred and eighty-two compartments or boxes, each 
about 3 feet long, 2 feet wide and 1 foot in depth, comprising nearly 
two hundred thousand vouchers, besides many other papers, were stored 
in room 562 in the War, State, and Kavy building. These papers, it 
was at once found, were of great value, especially in making the defense 
upon the question of loyalty under the Bowman act. Promptly upon 
the discovery of their value the Secretary of War put a force at work 
assorting, classifying, and indexing the same, so as to make them avail- 
able in response to caUs for evidence upon the question of loyalty. This 
work, I am advised, is now nearly or quite completed. 

More recently, during the early days of October, in the search for evi- 
dence in the defense of like suits, another very large mass of undigested. 
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Coiirederate papers, l)ooks, and (locunients has been discovered. These 
papers, books, etc., comprise 2,006 volumes of official letters, telegi*ams, 
orders, aceoimts, etc. ; also 147 boxes of abstracts, 136 boxes of pay rolls, 
260 boxes of miscellaneous, revenue, military, and State papers, etc. 

Valuable as the archives found in room No. 562 as above have proven, 
it is believed that those more recently found are not less so. It will re- 
quire a considerable force to properly digest and index these books, 
papers, and documents; but 1 an) sure any expenditure of labor in that 
direction will be repaid many times in the results of the litigation in the 
Court of Claims 

AMENDMENT OF LAWS OF ALASKA. 

From information, official and unofficial, in regard to the administra- 
tion of the laws of Alaska, I am impressed tliat such administration is 
not satisfactory, and that it can only be made satisfactory by new legis- 
lation. It is not doubted that many members of Congress have fuller 
knowledge upon this subject than the writer, such knowledge in many 
cases being derived from actual observation in that remote Territory. 
Nevertheless I venture to make some suggestions looking to changes, 
and, as I think, to improvements in regard to the courts. 

In the first place, my information is that by reason of the character 
of the population it is next to impossible to procure good and impartial 
jurors, especially for the trial of cases growing out of the illegal intro- 
duction and sale of intoxicants, and it has been suggested to me that 
the laws with reference to this class of misdemeanors, and probably 
others, could be much better enforced if it were provided that the trial 
of such cases, where the punishment is in no case to exceed three or 
four months, should be without a jury. It is stated that jurors will not 
convict for such offenses, and the result is, that they go unpunished. It 
is, I think, not doubtful that Congress has the power to dispense with 
juries in this class of cases. (See Callan v, Wilson, 127 U. S., 540.} 

Another great improvement, I think, would be in providing that no 
part of the compensation of any court officer in Alaska shall be by way of 
fees. The fee system is bad enough in the States, where the officers 
taxing the fees are subject to the supervision of their official superiors, 
where the public eye is upon them, and where the public press is open" 
to complaint and ready to criticise. But in a remote district like 
Alaska, with a largely ignorant and -only partially civilized populace, 
with practically no supervision by official superiors, by the public, or by 
the press, the abuses of the system are liable to be intolerable. The 
salaries should be made sufficient to procure the services of good men, 
and all fees charged should be turned into the public Treasury. 

THE EVILS OF THE FEB SYSTEM. 

The attention of Congress has been repeatedly called to this subject 
by my predecessors, as well as by myself, and were the evils of the system 
less I should hesitate to again ask that it be changed. As, however, 
every year and month makes more i)lain that the payment of United 
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States attorneys, marshals, and commissioners, results yearly in a vast 
expenditure of public money, not only to no good i>urpose, but what is 
worse, in creating and pushing forward prosecutions with a view solely 
to make fees against persons who ought not to be prosecuted at all, I 
should fall short of what I believe to be my duty if I did not urge a 
change in the interest of a just administration of the laws as well as of 
public economy. I believe that if tliese oflicers were paid stipulated sal- 
aries, fairly commensurate with the work they have to perform, the total 
cost of the courts by reason of the great reduction in the fees and mile- 
age of jurors, prisoners, and officers would be greatly lessened, and that 
with a positive improvement in the administration of the laws. 

As closely related to this subject of fees, and as vitally entering into the 
administration of the Department of Justice, with the consent of the First 
Comptroller, I subjoin images 7 to 12 of his report for the current year as 
^^Bxhibit XJ.^ The facts therein presented, and the practices therein re- 
ferred to, appear to me to call loudly for legislative action. Were it not 
established by decisions of the courts it would be difficult to believe that 
suits by public officers against the Government are i)ermitted to be 
brought and maintained and costs therein assessed against the Govern- 
ment ui)on claims which have never been presented to the ticcounting 
officers of the Treasury. Kor, in the absence of incontestible proof, 
would it be easy to believe that the same man should be appointed as 
clerk of both the circuit and district courts in any district, and at the 
same time hold the appointment as commissioner of the circuit court, 
thus receiving the salary of three offices at once, aggregating three times 
the maximum allowed by law to.the clerk of one court. 

I also concur in the suggestion of the Cdmptroller as to the propriety 
of a limitation upon the time for the presentation of accounts to the 
accounting officers.

The aggregate amount of fines, forfeitures, and penalties imposed 
during the year in criminal prosecutions was $818,969.94 and the 
amount of these fines, forfeitures, and penalties collected during the 
year was $155,749.28, while $7,772.95 was realized on fines, forfeitures, 
and penalties imposed in former years. 

Exhibit D is a statement of civil suits to which the United States was 
not a party, commenced and terminated in the (circuit and district 
xourts of the United States during the last fiscal year, and of such suits 
I)ending July 1, 1891, 12,459 were commenced during the year, of which 
2,122 were cases in admiralty and 10,337 were other miscellaneous 
suits.

Council Bluffs, Iowa, October 19, 1891, 
Sir: In reply to your i-ominunicatioii of tbe 16th instant, I have the 
honor to report that the cixirt of private land claims convened at Denver, 
Colo., on July 1, 1H91, iiiid perfected its organization by appointing a 
clerk, stenographer, and translator. An order wa« entered estahlish- 
ing regular terms of tlie court at Denver and Santa F4, N. Mex., 
November 17, 1891, was designated as tbe date of the first term at 
Denver, and December 1 for that of Santa F6. Tlie second section of 
the act enacting- the court provides that immediately upon the organiza- 
tion of the court the clerk shall cause notice thereof and of tbe time and 
plaw of tb© flret session to be published for uiliety days iu newspapers 
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published in Washington and the capitals of Colorado, New Mexico, and 
Arizona. ThrtH> publications have been made. The court also adopted 
a brief c(Mle of rules of juaetiee, one eopy of whieli I inclose herewith. 
Other niles will be adoi)ted as the necessity for them may be demon- 
strated by a<*tual expi^rience. The court also sidopte<la seal, and by an 
order prescribed the form of summons to be served uixni the attorney 
for the Government and other i)arties recpiired to be made parties to the 
litipition. The form ]>rescribed is substantially that prescribed by the 
rules of the eighth Federal circuit. By the act the court is given juris- 
dicticm in the States of Coh)rado, Wyoming, and Nevada, and the Terri- 
tories of Arizona, New Mexico, and Utah. But my information is that 
there will ])robably no cases arise in either Wy<miing or Utah, and it is 
doubtful whether any will arise in Neva<la. There are a limited num- 
ber of claims asscrtc^l under the grants in Colorado, but the great mass 
of business, iKuhaps 00 i)er cent of all, will arise in Arizona and New 
Mexico. I am advised tliat 30,(K)0,(KK) acres are claimed under Mexican 
grants in New Mexico alone. IJ: will be the i)urpose of the members of 
the court to dispose of the cases as rapidly as they can be prepared for 
submission, with the hope that all claims may be adjudicated within the 
period ]>rescribed by the act, as the duration of the court. My informa- 
tion is that a great number of cases are now being prepared for the 
term at Santa Fe December 1, although we will probably not be able 
to do more at that time than make up the issues. 

In conclusion, I beg again to call your attention to the necessity of 
provision being made for the court at Denver, there being no Govern- 
ment building there in wliich it can be acconimodated. If the court had 
been organized in such time as that a j)ortion of the expenses of ftir- 
nishing rooms for the court could have been i)aid out of the appropria- 
tion for the year ending June 30, 1890, the appropriation for this year 
would have been aniple for all tlie other expenses of the court. But 
luider existing circumstances I think Congress should be asked to ap- 
propriate $5,000 or $0,000, in addition to that made for this year 
($-10,000) to meet the necessary exi)enses of the court-

Sir: I respectfully submit the following report of the business of the 
Department of Justice in the Court of Claims : 

The annual term of the court commences the first Monday of Decem- 
ber. The statijjtical part of this report does not extend over the entire 
term. For this reason there will be found an apimi^nt discrepancy 
between this and former rei)orts by the Attorney-General, as many of 
the facts herein are compiled by calendar years. 
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BOWMAN ACT. 

tTnder the act of March 3, 1883, known as the " Bowman Act,'' dur- 
ing the present term, the court has acted on 150 cases, claiming about 
$1,813,625. Findings in these cases have been or will be reported to 
CongTess. Of this number of cases, 58, claiming $275,155.23, were dis- 
missed. In 11 cases, claiming $902,253.54, findings favorable to the 
United States have been filed by the court. In 81 cases, claiming 
$630,216.89, findings favorable to the claimants have been filed for 
$274,750.04. 

DEPARTMENTAL CASES. 

During the present term one case only has been before the court. 
1^0 determination has been reached, the case having been remanded to 
the general docket. 

GENERAL AND SPECIAL JURISDICTIONS. 

Under these jurisdictions 99 cases, claiming $3,274,029.25, have been 
tried. In 18 cases, claiming $279,634.48, judgment was for the United 
Stat-es. In 81 cases, claiming $2,995,294.77, judgment was for claimants 
for $393,759.69. 

Besides the foregoing, there have been tried and submitted the follow- 
ing important cases, which are, at the date of this report, under advise- 
ment by the court: The State of Indiana,* claiming $412,184.97; the 
State of Illinois, for $474,119.69 ; the State of Ohio, claiming $399,400.92 ; 
and the Old Settlers or Western Cherokee Indians, for $17,420,809.11. 

In addition to the foregoing, 402 cases, involving about $2,500,000, 
have been dismissed on motion of the Attorney-General. 

Since this report was in type judgment has been rendered for the 
United States in the above cases of tlie States of Indiana, Illinois, and 
Ohio, and against the United States in the matter of the Old Settlers 
or Western Cherokee Indians for the sum of $830,578.64. A])peals in 
these cases to the Supreme Court of the United States will undoubtedly 
be taken. 

CLAIMS AGAINST THE DISTRICT OF COLUMBIA. 

Of these, two were tried, claiming $86,682.02, and judgments were 
rendered in them favorable to the claimants for $32,307.77. 

There are now pending 23 cases, claiming $457,278. The defense of 
these cases is in active preparation, and there is every prospect that a 
small sum only, if any, will be recovered.

Diitereuce in amount recovered in the two years 146^ 96&,^ 
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is accounted for by the fact that many of those commenced in 1890 
were by supervisors of elections and special deputy marshals for the 
balance of their salary, the amount involved in each being about $25. 

At present there are 101 suits still pending in the circAiit and district 
courts, and 21 pending on appeal in the Supreme Court of the United 
States, on motion of the Government, while there is one pending on 
motion of the claimant. 

Dtlring the year 29 judgments were rendered adverse to the Govern- 
ment; of these 17 were appealed to the Supreme Court; the total 
amount for which jiulgment was rendered in cases in which no appeal 
was taken was $,*],8G4.1 2. 

Owing to the great diversity of opinions in the several courts, espe- 
cially in matters of fees, it has been deemed expedient to appeal such 
cases until an authoritative decision shall be reached; with this end in 
view, 6 cases were advanced and tried early in the last term of the Su- 
preme Court of the United States. Care was taken to select such as 
had the greatest number of controverted questions; and of the six ad- 
vanced and tried, the questions of the fees of a United States conmiis- 
sioner, of a chief supervisor of election, and of a clerk of court, were in- 
volved. 

Among the important suits decided was one in which the circuit 
court of the United States for the southern district of Georgia rendered 
a decision in favor of the Government in a test case brought to re- 
cover $10,000 as damages for consequential injuries to i)roperty on a 
navigable stream, caused by river and harbor improvements. While 
the amount involved in this case was but $10,000, there were similar 
claims awaiting this decision in which a large sum was involved.

Under the terms of this act the labor of the Dei)artment is greatly 
increased. Dockets of all suits are kept, the evidence is sought from 
tlie various Departments of the Government and transmitted to the 
district attorneys. In the case of decisions adverse to the United 
States, the transcript of the record, including the pleadings, evidence, 
findings of fact, and opinion of the court, are examined and the district 
attorney advised as to appeals. 

COURT OF CLAIMS REPORTS. 

In this connection it is pro])er to state that there is a necessity and 
desire of the United States district attorneys and other officers to have 
access to the opinions of tlie Court of Claims. 

The ])resent number of volumes of the Court of Claims is twenty-five. 
Full sets of these reports can not now be obtained. The present vol- 
umes are of great imixutance to all of the officers of tlie Government 
having in charge the determination of claims against it, botli to those 
who are in tlie various De])artments at Washington and also to the 
courts and the district attorneys. They contain expositions of the law 
relative to claims against the Government and of various statutes upon

Exhibit 2. — Letter of the chief justice of the court of private land claims. 

Council Blupfs, Iowa, October 19, 1891. 

Sir : In reply to your communication of the 16th instant, I have the 
honor to report that the court of private land claims convened at Denver, 
Colo., on July 1, 1891, and perfected its organization by appointing a 
clerk, stenographer, and translator. An order was entered establish- 
ing regular terms of the court at Denver and Santa F6, IN^. Mex., 
November 17, 1891, was designated as the date of the first term at 
Denver, and December 1 for that of Santa F6. The second section of 
the act enacting^the court provides that immediately upon the organiza- 
tion of the court the clerk shall cause notice thereof and of the time and 
place of tUe first ^e^siou to be published for niiiety days in newspapers 
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which such are fimnded. Until 1887 the Court of (Maima was the only 
judicial tribunal having (*op:nizanco of such nuitters. In that yeivr C5on- 
currout jurisdiction t4) a limited amount was conferre<l ui)ou the circuit 
and district courts of the ITnitwl States. 

It is no dispara^if^Muent Uy the (►flicers of the (lovernmeut in tliese 
courts to say tliat they are generally unfamiliar with the rules govem- 
iu^ such suits. It is of the hij^hest im4H)rtance that a set of these re- 
imrts be phu^ed within the reiwirof every circuit and district courfTand 
district attorney. 

A re -print properly denuinds a revision of the reiK)rts and their an- 
notation, eliminating a lar^e mass of nmtter, c^miprising general and 
special statutes, and indexes of cas**s in the nature of a partial digest. 
This probably would reduce the number of volumes one-half.

The amount claimed cannot be stated with accuracy, as in many in- 
stances no sum is mentioned in the petition. Former reports of the 
Attorneys-General have estimated it as $400,000,000. 

French spoliations. — ^There were pending November 1, 1891, 4,952 pe- 
titions. 

Indian depredations. — From March 3, 1891, to November 1, 1891, there 
were filed 5,467 petitions. The aggregate claim is $21,241,908.00. 

All these cases are now pending. 

Departmental. — ^There are pending 11 cases. The amount involved 
directly and indirectly is a very large sum. 

District of Columbia. — There are pending 23 cases, claiming $457,278. 

The total number of cases now pending on the dockets of the Court 
of Claims is 19,117. 

It is said thatmany thousand claims, such as are transmitted under the 
Bowman act, are filed with the appropriate committee in Congress, which 
in all probability will ultimately be referred to the court. From the best 
obtainable information the number of claims under the Indian depreda- 
tion jurisdiction will probably reach a i)oint between 10,000 and 15,000. 

To care for this enormous mass of business there is now provided by 
law one Assistant Attorney-General, who is " charged with the defense 
of the Government in the Court of Claims," and six assistant attorneys. 

The suits under the general and special jurisdictions, the Bowman 
and Tucker acts, the departmental and District of Columbia cases, are 
under the special charge of these officers. The suits involving French 
spoliations are in charge of two assistant attorneys and one law clerk. 

The cases under the recent Indian depredation act are in charge of 
an Assistant Attorney-General and two assistant attorneys. 

Under the act of March 3, 1887, conferring upon the United States 
circuit and district courts jurisdiction to a limited sum concurrent 
with the Court of Claims,. the general supervision of suits in these 
courts rests upon the Attorney-General. The performance of these 
duties, in addition to the general supervision of the work in the Court 
of Claims, is intrusted to the Assistant Attorney-General charged with 
the defense of the Government in the Court of Claims, in consequence 
of which his work has beciome largely executive. 

The labors of the six assistant attorneys first mentioned, in addition 
to those disclosed by the facts hereinbefore mentioned, are shown by the 
following table:

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pending suits under the general jurisdiction are 1,194, or nearly three 
times those of 1880. It is apparent that while the number of suits an- 
nually filed under the general and special jurisdictions has not materi- 
ally changed, except as to the amount claimed and the importance of 
the causes, the other work i^la^ed on the assistant attorneys has been 
such as to cause a constantly increasing accumulation of these cases. 
To this consideration is to be added that of the 7,393 Bowman act suits 
now pending, the departmental, and the Districjt of Columbia cases. 
Of the Bowman act cases, 4,502, more than half the number heretofore 
transmitted by Congress, were sent to the court in 1888. In all, there 
are more than nineteen times the number of cases for which the force of 
1880 was provided. 

It is further to be considered that in 1880 the duties of the then 
Assistant Attorney-General were such as to allow him an active par- 
ticipation in the trial of cases, while the increased duties of the present 
Assistant Attorney-General i)reclude him in a large degree from such 
share of the work. Thus the ^i)resent working force is nearly 15 i)er 
cent less than in 1880. 

Much has been done in the last two years to systematize the work of 
the Department, but radical relief can only be had from additional 
assistant attorneys. 

By general and special acts Congress transmits to the court cases 
involving complicated and disputi^d questions of law and fact arising 
many years ago. The evidence, especially for the United States, is 
ditlicult to be obtained. It often rests in persons whose connection 
with the Government has long since been severed, and who have had 
no reason to charge their memories therewith. In such transactions 
the witnesses are found with difficulty, and are rapidly being removed 
by death. This is notably so in the war claims in addition to the 
oth^r inherent difficulties in* ascertaining the truth in that class of 
cases. Cases are frequently years in preparation, and i)reparation par- 
tially consummated is often lost by change in the personnel of the 
Department. It is utterly impossible for the present force to over- 
come these difficulties, which would be materially lessened by a larger 
force. 

If the United States, as a defendant of claims alloAved by its laws to 
be brought against it, would avail itself of the resources dictated by 
ordinary business prudence, the force at the command of the Attorney- 
General for these services must be at once increased. 

THE COURT OF CLAIMS. 

The foregoing facts irresistibly lead to the consideration of the ability 
of the Court of Claims as at present constituted to deal with the suits 
pending on its dockets. The two matters proceed with equal step. Be- 
fore the addition of the Indian-depredation jurisdiction, it was api)arent 
that the inadequacy in point of numbers of the force of the Attorney- 
General alone enabled the court to fairly keep abreast with the work. 

The act of March 3, 1887, giving concurrent jurisdiction to the 
United States circuit and district courts has given this court no relief. 

When the great increase in number and importance of cases under 
jurisdictions heretofore exercivsed are considered, together with the fact 
that in the greater portion of the Indian-depredation cases each must 
be prepared and tried on its own merits so far as matters of fact are 
concerned, and, in addition, that the court is authorized to give judg- 
ments in this class of cases, it is beyond contention that some change 
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TTp to October 12, 1891, there were 5,101 petitions filed and actions 
commenced in the Court of Claims, for Indian depredation^ The 
smallest amount claimed in any one action is $19.75, and the largest 
amount is $1,281,250. The aggregate amount claimed in these actions 
is $20,031,754.41.

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amount involved is considered. There are only two regular employes 
in the office, denominated as " law clerks," at salaries of $1,200 and 
$1,500 per annum ; and it is impossible with this force to keep up the 
dockets, records, and history of the cases, as they are daily being filed, 
as they should be kept for the proper administration of my office, to say 
nothing of the very important work of examining witnesses and prepa- 
ration of cases for trial. • 

Provision vshould be made for at least three assistant attorneys, 
who could take depositions in the field, and also assist in the prepara- 
tion of briefs and arguments before the Court of Claims. Provision 
should be made also for the employment of three or more special agents 
who could be sent to different sections of the country for the purpose 
of examining cases, procuring evidence in defense of these actions, and 
obtaining such information as would seem desirable in that behalf. 

The number of actions is continually increasing, and in my judgment 
a low estimate would put the number at from 12,000 t-o 15,000 within 
the coming year.

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Exhibit L. — Report of the Board of Trustees of the Reform School. 

Eeform School of the District- of Columbia, 

• Washington, D. C, October i, 1891, 

Sir : As required by law, I have the honor to submit herewith the 
Twenty-second Annual Eeport of the Board of Trustees of the Eeform 
School of the District of Columbia. 

Twenty-two years ago the school was organized, and from the date 
of its organization to the end of the last fiscal year there had been 
received 1,601 boys. 

At the commencement of the last fiscal year there were 198 boys in 
the school, a larger number than in any previous year. 

There were received during the fiscal year 98 boys. Of these, 5 
were committed by the criminal court of this District, 59 by the police 
courts, 10 by the United States courts outside of the Distuict of Colum- 
bia, and 24 by the president of the board. 

Eighty-nine were received on first commitment, and 9 on second 
commitmeut. 

The average age of boys committed to the school during the year was 
13J years. 

The total population during the year was 296. The maximum number 
during the year was 208, and the minimum 188, making an average of 
198 for the year; being a larger average population than the school 
has ever before had. 

Since the organization of the school but 10 deaths have occurred, 
being less than three-fourths of 1 per cent. 

For further statistics, reference is respectftdly made to the report of 
the superintendent, hereto annexed. j. 

Every care and attention is given by the officers of the school and 
the attending physician to the proper and necessary sanitary precau- 
tions, and no death from disease has occurred during the year. Un- 
fortunately, however, one boy was attacked by a fellow inmate and cut 
mth a knife, which resulted in his death. 

Every attention and the best medical treatment was given to the 
boy, who was, after consultation with other physicians, removed by Dr. 
Wells to Providence Hospital, where he received from the hospital 
stafl* of that institution all due and necessary attention, but after lin- 
gering a short time he died. 

The boy who was guilty of his death was sent to the jail, indicted by the 
grand jury, and finally sentenced for a term of years to the penitentiary 
at Albany, JN". Y. 

The report of the physician of the school. Dr. Charles A. Wells, which 
accompanies this report, gives a full and detailed statement of this case, 
to which your attention is respectfully invited ; and also your attention 
is invited to the various suggestions and recommendations therein 
made. 

Of tlioso, 80 were dis- 
char^ed by order of the Board of Trustees on aeeoniit of the boys hav: 
ing earned their discharge by gooil conduct; 5 were discliarged from 
the school by change of sentence by tlie court; 4 escaped and are still 
absent from the school, and 1 boy died.

attendance, stock, fencing, repairs to buildings, improvements of road 
ways, and other necessary items, including compensation not exceeding

boys, not exceeding $500; in all, $26,000.

A slight addition has been asked for the salaries of the superintend- 
ent and the assistant superintendent. 

Your attention was invited in my last annual report to the justice of 
making this small increase, but Congress failed to take favorable 
action in the premises. It is submitted again, with the hope that it will 
now meet with the approval of Congress, and that these officers will 
now receive this still inadequate increase to their compensation. 

Additional teachers have been asked for in the estimates of appro 
priations. As aforesaid, the population of the school is larger than 
ever before, and to give the boys proper care and education requireg 
more teachers; and is earnestly hoped, for the welfare of the school 
and its proper management, that the Board of Trustees may be author 
ized by additional appropriations to employ the necessary teachers. 

With these exceptions the estimates for salaries are the same as foi 
the past several years. 
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Although the population of the school is much larger than ever before, 
nothing in 'addition to former appropriations for support of inmates 
is asked. With the amount appropriated, in addition to the farm pro- 
ducts of the school, no increased appropriation for this purpose is asked, 
or will be required. 

The school is now crowded beyond its capacity, and it has repeatedly 
been my duty, under the act of Congress, to notify the courts of the 
District of Columbia th&t no more boys could be received. 

I have often been appealed jto by the judges of the courts to make 
room for boys who should be sent to the school instead of to the jail 
or work-house, but have been unable to comply with their requests. 

In the estimates submitted, the trustees have, therefore, asked for 
another family building, at an expense of $20,000, and it is earnestly 
urged that this appropriation be made by Congress at its coming ses- 
sion. 

This will be absolutely necessary in order that these boys who have 
taken their first downward step in life, instead of being relegated to the 
pernicious influences of the jail or workhouse, with associates hardened 
in crime, may be sent to the school, where, under kind treatment and 
refining influences, they may be diverted from the hopeless career that 
may be opening before them. 

It must be taken into consideration that the population of the District 
of Columbia is rapidly increasing, year by year; and unfortunately this 
increase brings with it, in the same ratio, its share of crime and of way- 
ward and incorrigible boys who must be provided for in our school if 
they are to be reclaimed and made useful and honorable citizens. 

A want which has been felt for many years is that of a proper place 
for worship. At present the boys are assembled, with their teachers, 
on the Sabbath day, in a room in the main building, entirely too small 
and unfitted for the purpose, the ceiling being low, and the room badly 
ventilated, and altogether unsuitable. An appropriation of $9,550 is 
asked for the building of a chapel; and money could not be better ex- 
pended than for this purpose. Besides, the hospital quarters are im- 
mediately ov^r this room; and frequently, when boys are ill, the Sunday 
services have to be dispensed with. Moreover, the room so used is 
used during the week as a schoolroom and for other purx)oscs; and it 
wouM be more elevating to the boys to have a place dedicated solely to 
religious exercises. The amount asked is small in comparison with the 
great amount of good that would be done by having a building set apart 
entirely for religious services. 

Five hundred dollars for fencing, and a like amount for draining and 
grading is asked. The amount is small but very necessary. 

An appropriation is also asked for additional water-closets. This 
appropriation has been asked for for the past several years, without suc- 
cess. At present the places used for these purposes are, in vspite of all 
elt'orts to keep them in a sanitary condition, a disgrace to decency and 
civilization, to say nothing of the health and comfort of the school; and 
they should be rephuted at once by proper structures."

Always kind, gentle, and filled with anxious care, and watchful ten- 
derness over her sick boys, when the occasion arises, with a mother's 
love and a Christian sympathy, she nobly seconds the skill of the at- 
tending physician, and when the messenger of death draws nigh she 
points the departing spirit to its Maker, and commends the soul to Him 
who gave it. 

It is with profound feeling that the writer bears this testimony to 
Mrs. Shallenberger.

FINANCIAL STATEIVIENT. 

The superintendent has received from various sources during the 
year, and turned the same over monthly to Samuel W. Curriden, treas- 
urer of the school, who has covered the same into the United States 
Treasury to the credit of the United States and the District of Colum- 
bia jointly, as follows, viz :

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Under Divine Providence the school has closed another prosperous 
year. This simply means that in every separate department the work 
ifias progressed to the satisfaction of those legally appointed to direct and 
control its affairs. 

The superintendent, as requiied by long-established custom, has 
made a written report monthly to the board of trustees. Thus every 
important transaction has been brought to their knowledge officially 
at their stated monthly meetings for business. 

In addition to this means of receiving information the board is rep- 
resented every month by two of its own members, duly appointed by 
its president, to visit the institution, examine the work as it progresses, 
direct all necessary changes, inspect the buildings and grounds, with 
special reference to their sanitary condition, and make a record of the 
same in a book kept for such purposes. 

This, as will be seen, not only relieves the chief executive officer 
fronf an otherwise cumulative responsibility, but renders it almost im- 
possible for either himself or his assistant to err materially in a just 
administration of the rules, or fail for any length of time to execute 
the will of those who exercise supreme control. 

The average number of boys received and cared for has been greater 
than in any former year. The quantity of all supplies required for 
maintenance has therefore been in a ratio to meet this increased popula- 
tion ; while the standard as to quality has been fully maintained through- 
out the year. 

In addition to this, many necessary repairs to buildings have been 
made, and requisite changes in grades, to secure new roadways through 
the farm and improve the drainage of the school grounds. 

No additional appropriations were provided to meet these necessary 
improvements. The average moneyed receipts from the sales of surplus 
farm x)roducts, and froin net gains in the several workshops, were all 
covered into the United States Treasury. This has resulted in a cor- 
responding reduction in the i)ar capita cost of maintenance, and will be 
accepted as evidence, to justify our previous claim, that another year of 
at least financial prosperity has been added to our school life. 

But we claim much more than this, nearly 100 boys have received their 
honorable discharge within the year; and we know certainly that a large 
proportion of the entire number have been greatly benefited, and many 
of them have been wholly reclaimed from a life of idleness, if not of crime. 
All of them have been taught, during their attendance upon the school 
sessions, a knowledge of the elementary branches, while the more 
capable among them have been advanced to the higher grades, taking 
the District public shools as the standard. Under the influence of a 
mild but positive discipline, they have been induced to accept the new 
and better conditions, until habits have been formed from which ordinary 
temptations fail to separate them. 

What figures may indicate the exact number, or what i)roportion of 
those discharged have been permanently reclaimed, we have no pres- 
ent means of determining. Although frequent applications have been 
made to the higher authorities no legal provision has yet been secured 
for the care and supervision during minority of our discharged boys. 
Witii most of them this is an important crisis in their lives — often the 
turniug point for good or evil, and the same wise legislation that has so 
generously x)r()vided everything else, should not hesitate to go a stc]) 
further and thus make comparatively secure and lasting a reformation 
often so full of promise, and so fraught with the elements of safety, both 
to the individual and the State.

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There have btvii but few cliiui^os (luring the year iii our daily routiiie 
of school life. Most of the snialh'r boys are still emi>loyed in the several 
shops when not atteudinji: the regular school sessions. The greater part 
of the clothing they wear, suininer and winter, is made by their own 
hands under the direction of a conii)etent instructor. The food they 
consume is daily prepai'ed by other but similar hands, under the train- 
ing and iissistance of a competent cook. The same general conditions 
prevail in every separate depart nu»nt of the school; and this includes 
all necessary domestic labor, both in the main and family buildings. 

Our paper-box industry has been growing in importance and enliirg- 
iug its net income every year since it was first established. It now 
furnishes remunerative labor for a large number of boys. The practi- 
cal knowledge they acquire in learning this trade or calling will be of 
. much benefit to many of them after they leave the school, as the demand 
for this class of labor is constantly increasing. 

The farm, however, with the fine fruits and vegetable gardens, must 
always remain, as it has ever been, our favorite workshop. This year 
it has added more than its average quota to the general prosperity. 
There has been an abundant yield of all field and garden crops, includ- 
ing many varieties of fruits for both summer and winter use. From 
these sources qur tables have been supplied with all the best vegeta- 
ble products in their season. Our older boys still perform the greater 
portion of the farm work, and their dining room has given daily evi- 
dence throughout the year of the quantity and variety of all these 
wholesome food products. 

Regular school sessions have been held, as customary, in each of the 
family schoolrooms during the winter months. Six sessions, of four 
hoiu s each, are held daily, and the teachers in charge are also on duty 
as officers to assist with the general work of the institution. Our pur- 
pose is, first, to give every boy the benefit of a common-school educa- 
tion. If they are disposed to profit by their opportunities, this will be 
sufficient to prepare thejn for citizenship and for the ordinary business 
of life. In one school grade, in "B" family, a number of the higher 
branches are taught, including history, algebra, geometry, and mechan- 
ical drawing. 

The general health has been exceptionally good throughout the year. 
We have had but one death to report, which occurred on the 2d day of 
March last. Special mention of this case will be found in the report of 
the attending physician, Dr. Charles A. Wells. The best disinfectants 
have been freely and systematically used, especially during the hot sum- 
mer months, and by such means, our buildings and grounds have been 
kept comparatively free from malarial and fever-producing agencies. 

In addition to our usual appropriations for subsistence, Congress very 
generously made provision for several much-needed improvements. 
They consisted of important additions to our steam-heating plant, new 
steam-heating equipment for "A'' family building, and a new brick 
boiler house. These several improvements are now nearing completion 
and, will be entirely finished during the present month, and at a cost 
not to exceed the several sums appropriated for each. 

I most earnestly request favorable consideration of our needs for the 
coming fiscal year. They have been carefully itemized, and estimates 
for the same forwarded through the proper official channels. They will 
doubtless appear, also, in the body of your present annual report to the 
honorable the Attorney-General and the Commissioners of the District 
of Columbia. I will not, theicforc, name them in detail, but will speak 
for them, and of their great importance to the school, as a unit. We 
need everything for which a claim has been presented and every dollar 
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asked for in your estimates, whicli I trust you will be able to secure by 
appropriation from the Congress at its coming session. 

Our national holidays were all fully observed in their regular order. 
There is nothing, perhaps, in which we all so thoroughly and cor- 
dially unite as in the celebration of these memorial days. " Fourth 
of July" and '' Merry Christmas" still take precedence of all others. 
This is as it should be, for each awakens memories peculiarly its own, 
and each serves to remind us in turn of our national liberties, both civil 
and religious. 

The time of our "annual entertainment" was neither overlooked nor 
forgotten by any good friend of the school at all familiar with the rule 
presented by the boys on these pleasant occasions. Hence, the even- 
ing of February 27 brought together, as usual, a large and appreciative 
audience. 

Notably among these were members of the board of trustees and 
their families, with many others prominent in the social and public life 
of the city and District, as their invited guests. 

Our boys were never more willing and certainly never better prepared 
to give our visiting friends "the worth of their money." Modestly es- 
timating their true value, and accepting as authority the hearty expres- 
sions of applause bestowed upon each separate performance, our youth- 
ful actors on this occasion must be credited with a full measure of 
success. 

The programme was bright and varied throughout, and included a 
number of musical diversions, given at intervals, by the entire school. 

Mr. William K. Cohen, musical instructor, was in charge of these 
specialties, lendering valuable aid, and greatly assisting in all that 
contributed to the enjoyment of those i>resent. 

Eeligious services were held regularly, with few exceptions, every 
Sabbath afternoon at 3 o'clock, throughout the year. These services 
are in no sense sectarian, or exclusive, as they have been conducted 
alternately by ministers of the gospel and others, connected with the 
various denominations prominent in the city and immediate neighbor- 
hood. All are cordially invited to be present on such occasions, and 
unite with us in these devotional exercises. 

For timely aid on all such occasions we are greatly indebted to these 
good friends of the school, and take this opportunity of expressing to 
them personally our sincere acknowledgments. 

A Sabbath school session has also been held regularly in each family 
schoolroom, at half-past 10 o'clock every Sabbath morning. The Inter- 
national Bible Lessons, as published by the American Sunday School 
Union, have been in use with us for many years ; and our service of song 
in all our devotional exercises is usually taken from the late editions of 
the "Gospel Hymns." 

On the fourth Sabbath morning of each month, the Eev. Father Eus- 
sell, of Hyattsville, Md., conducts a religious service and administers 
the sacraments to boys connected with the communion of the Catholic 
Church. Instructions are also given to these boys every Sabbath even- 
ing, by teachers sent from the city for such purpose. 

We have received during the year, fr*om various sources, valuable 
contributions to our school library, especially in magazines and weekly 
papers. These miscellaneous publications have been warmly welcomed 
by the boys, as they have furnished the means for passing pleasantly 
and profitably many of their shorter intervals of leisure. VV(^ have 
also received monthly from the Dead-Letter Office of the General Post- 
Ofi[i(;e, a contribution of choice reading matter, including odd numbers 
of all the leading inagaziueS; illustrate papers^ piotore cards, etc. 
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In jwlditioii to these generous donations, wo receive also from the 
publishers direct quite a number of copies each of The Youth's Com- 
panion, Harper's Young People, and the School Review, together with 
a variety of papers adapted to the wants of our younger boys. 

Weekly aiul monthly papers, i)ublished by schools similar to our 
own, reach us promptly and receive a hearty welcome, as they come 
from our good friends in charge of the House of Refuge, Cincinnati, 
Ohio; Reform School for lioys, eFamesburgh, N. J.; House of Reforma- 
tion, Deer Island, Mass. ; Socanossett School, Howard, R. I., and the 
Lyman School for Boys, Westboro, Mass. 

Few changes have been made or required in our official force, and 
these only in the interest of the school or in case of voluntary resigna- 
tion. Much credit is due my worthy assistants and associates for what- 
ever success may have attended our united efforts during the past offi- 
cial year. 

In closing, permit me to thank you, gentlemen, members of the board 
of trustees, for your continued contldence in my efforts to serve you 
in all that concerns the work and welfare of the institution.

Report of attending physician. 

Eeform School, June 30, 1891. 

Gentlemen i During the past year while, taken as a whole, we have 
had no unusual amount of sickness among the boys, we have had some 
very serious and protracted cases of illness. We have had no fatal re- 
sults, except in the case of the boy Frederick Wheeler, who received a 
wound with a sharpened shoe knife in the hands oi Samuel Simi)son, 
another colored boy. This occurred about 10 a. m. February 26, the 
day appointed for our annual entertainment, and while the bustle of 
l>reparation for the evening was at its height. 

1 found the boy's condition so immediately precarious and -alarming 
that I determined to secure the advice of Dr. John W. Bayne. At this 
consultation we concluded that the operation of laparatomy would 
probably afford him the only chance of recovery, and to give him the 
very best possible attention we caused him to be removed in the am- 
bulance to Providence Hospital, where the operation was performed by 
Surgeon-General Hamilton ; but the patient steadily grew worse and 
died next day. 

The autopsy not only revealed the extent of the wound, in the abdo- 
men and lungs, but showed that the apex of the heart was punctured, 
thus accounting for the collapse which had already set in when I 
reached him within forty minutes after the injury. 

I beg leave to renew my recommendation of two years ago, that out- 
side water-closets similar to those in use in "B" family building be 
erected for the other buildings. 

Another matter to which I desire to call your attention is the fact 
that the hospital rooms are immediately over the room used for Sunday 
school and religious services. It not infrequently happens that my sick 
boys are made Avorse because of the singing and music, and on several 
occasions I have been compelled to ask the superintendent to discon- 
tinue these services. This could be obviated by the erection of a build- 
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ing for such services away from the family building (as I am told is 
usually the case in similar institutions), and in the interest of my sick 
boys I beg that this may speedily be done. 

In the matter of ventilation and cleanliness, we relax nothing of our 
accustomed diligence, and all soil, drain, and water pipes are thoroughly 
and systematically disinfected once a week.

E^j^HiBiT M. — Report of the warden of the jail in the District of Columbia, 

United States Jail, District of Columbia, 

November 1, 1891, 

Sir : I respectfully submit to you herewith the usual annual jail re- 
port, that for the year ending October 31, 1891 : A year's experience at 
this institution justifies me in saying that good food,* and plenty of it, 
good rules and regulations, rigidly and impartially enforced, are the 
most important things in the successful management^ of prisoners. 
That we have had these in several important particulars is evidenced 
by the report of Dr. Mc Williams, the jail physician, which accompanies 
this report. The improvements made in the interior of the jail consist 
princii)ally in changing the engine from its former position to one much 
nearer to the steam boilers ; moving the four washing machines and 
drying room in close proximity to the source of power, thus placing the 
fire or boiler room, together with the machinery above mentioned, di- 
rectly in communication and under the eye of the engineer. This 
change gave more room for properly handling the daily or weekly sup- 
plies of provisions, etc., as well as being in more direct communication 
with the kitchen. Another change which has been made and proven 
most satisfactory (consists in moving the four bath tubs from a room in 
the basement and outside the cages or wings into two of the double 
cells, one in each wing, with two tubs in each. This change has very 
much facilitated business in this particular line, to say nothing of a 
whole day's confusion and anxiety once a week. One of the large 
rooms on the upper floor in the female department has been set apart 
for a hospital, and furnished with comfortable cots, mattresses, sheets, 
blankets, i^illows, a small table for each cot, and about all that might 
or ought to be expected in this particular kind of an institution; for- 
tunately, as will be seen from the doctor's report, we have had but little 
or no use for this room, except to use it in which to confine female 
prisoners at various times when to confine them in the regular cells 
would have been overcrowding. The changes and improvements made 
have been at little or no cost to the Government; the material princi- 
pally was on hand and the work done by skilled mechanics, who for one 
misfortune or another were for the time being prisoners in our charge, 
and did the work cheerfully as a favor to themselves to be out of 
their cells while doing the Avork and for which they were given an extra 
daily meal. The most important improvements to this institution, and 
to wliich more or less of your time as well as that of one or two of your 
subordinates and of my own was given in the early spring of the pies-

Sir : Since my inspection of the boiler plant, etc., of the United States 
jail in this city, on April 28, 1 received the letter of J. B. Burke, warden 
of the jail, addressed to Mr. Howard Perry, Department of Justice, in 
regard to repairs mentioned in my report and inclosing copies of bids 
for said work, in consequence of which I again visited the jail on the 
9th instant. 

In connection with these bids I recommend tha1>none of the same be 
accepted, but that a specification be prepared for the required work, as 
renewal of the gutters and placing additional purlins and general repairs 
of the roof. The stable and barn, which, on my inspection of Apnl 28 
was not mentioned or pointed out to me, is folly in the condition reported . 
by the warden, and without doubt should be replaced by a substantial 
structure.

Exhibit K. — Report of 'the Architect of the Capitol. 

Architect's Office, United States Capitol, 

Washington^ D. 0., October 13^ 1891. 

Sir: I have the honor to make the following statement of the im- 
provements and repairs made to the court-house in this city during the 
fiscal year ending June 30, 1891 : 

A stairway has been constructed, leading from the basement to the 
criminal court room, for the convenience of taking prisoners from the 
basement rooms to the court room. 

The marshal's office has been refitted with railing and an additional 
doorway made. Iron gratings have been supplied to windows and the 
basement corridor. New water-closets have been put into the judges' 
rooms, and many repairs made to the plumbing throughout the build- 
ing. The roof has been painted, and repairs have been made to the 
tin work. Considerable work has been done in the way of general' 
repairs. 
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Exhibit Q. — Report of the attorney of the United States for the district 
of Utah upon the status of the Mormon Church litigation. 

Office of United States Attorney, 

Salt LaJce City, October 5, 1891. 

Sir: As required by you I submit "a report of the progress during 
the past year^ the present condition and prospect of all Mormon 
Church litigation in Utah." For a clearer and better understanding 
of the same I deem it advisable to quote from my report to you of date 
October 27, 1890, as follows : 

On July 30, A. D. 1887, the United States, by its Attorney-General, filed its bill in 
the supreme court of the Territory against the Church of Jesus Christ of Latter- 
Day Saints and certain alleged trustees and others, under the provisions of section 
17 of the act of Congress of March 3, 1887. 

At the same time another bill was filed against the Perpetual Emigration Fund 
Company and trustees, under the provisions of section 15 of the act, supra. 

On November 7, 1887, the United States marshal, Frank H. Dyer, was appointed 
as receiver and quaUfied in both cases. 

In the case against the Emigration Fund Company no moneys, and very little 
property are reported as coming into the hands of the receiver. On January 9, 1888, 
he made a report showing the property coming into his hands to consist of an office 
safe, desk, books of account, and a number of promissory notes. Of these last those 
not barred by the statute of limitations aggregate in face value, as reported, the 
sum of $3,171.46. No real or estimated value is given. 

On February 15, 1888, the only other repo]^ made by the receiver was filed, and 
shows the receipt by him of 131f shares of Parowan Cooperation Stock-Raising 
Company, par value $1 per share, the real or estimated value not given. The ex- 
penses of the receiver are stated at $72 and vouchers exhibited. As no further 
attention has been paid by the receiver or the €ourt to this case I assume that there 
were practically no assets and its consideration may be dismissed. 

For your information I may add that, as I understand it, the Emigration Fund 
Company was accustomed to advance to emigrants money for passage and expenses, 
taking notes, etc., for the repayment. The notes mentioned in the receiver's report 
are doubtless of this class, and the debtors being probably poor persons and widely 
scattered throughout the Territory it was conceived impracticable to attempt^ col- 
lection. 

But to resume the history of the main case. On October 8, 1888, the receiver hav- 
ing gathered and reduced to possession personal and real property, the solicitors for 
the United States and the defendants agreed in writing to certain facts, among 
other things specifying certain personal and real property then in the possession of 
the receiver, and stating the time and manner of its acquisition by the defendant, 
the late corporation, and also setting out fully the alleged titles and claims of tlie 
other defendants to certain portions and parcels of said property. 

Tliis statement also sets forth that block 87, plat "A," Salt Lake City survey, 
known as the " Temple Block," since 1848 had been used *' exclusively for the pur- 
pose of the worship of God according to the doctrines and tenets of the Church of 
Jesus Christ of Latter-Day Saints." Afterward, on the 8th day of October, 1888, 
findings and decree were entered in pursuance of the said agreed statement, and sub- 
sequently an appeal was taken and the cause determined in the Supreme Court of 
the United States. This decree you have in the record on appeal, and it is unneces- 
sary to further allude to it, except to direct attention to the fact that it sets apart 
the entire *' Temple Block," 10 acres in all, to the defendant church as property ex- 
cepted in the act of Congress, and to the question of its finality. 

In the mean time the United States had filed informations in the district court for 
the third district to escheat or forfeit certain of the realty specified in the decree as 
follows, to wit : 

October 8, 1888, against property generally known as the tithing yard and office. 
File No. 7503. 

No. 7504, against 1,060 acres and one undivided half of 100 acres, all known as 
the *^ church farm." 

No. 7505, against property generally known as'^Gardo House" and '* historian's 
oflicc." 

Monition to claimants was issued, published, recorded, and filed. 

On December 6, 1888, and before the return day, certain claimants appeared spe- 
cially and noticed motions to dismiss the several proceedings on various grounda^var 
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The receiver has sold the sheep in his possession by order of the conrt, and the 
personal property in his possession October 1, and the value thereof may be stated as 
follows: 

4,732 shares of Deseret Telegraph Stock (no present value). 

SOOsharescity gas stock, par value $100 $80,000.00 

Cash on hand in various banks 291, 812. 83 

Credits due on sheep 10,000.00 

Total r 381,812.83 

The rents of the realty in his possession hereinbefore mentioned amount to $1,000 
monthly. In the final report of the former receiver mention is made of certain par- 
cels of realty in Nebraska, and the opinion ventured that steps should be taken to 
recover the same, its value being stated at $25,000 or $35,000. The present receiver 
submitted the abstracts of title to Mr. J. F. Gardner, of Omaha, recommended as a 
lawyer of repute and standing. He returned his opinion adverse to the claim of the 
receiver and the United States. I have examined his opinion and fully concur with 
him in the conclusion reached. 

The abstracts and opinion will be forwarded to yon for your investigation should 
you deem it necessary. The foregoing will, I think, sufficiently advise you of the 
condition of affairs. It only remains for me to specially direct your attention to some 
matters which seem to me to be of pressing moment. 

By reference to paragraph 4 of the examiner's report, you will ascertain that up to 
July 15, 1890, the expenses of the administration amounted to $54,924.86, about 17 
per cent of the sum realized. The court has heretofore approved every expenditure 
and that is the end of it. But it would seem desirable to close this business, and as 
soon as possible, as it seems to me that a receiver is too expensive a luxury for the 
fund. 

Since the last report as above-stated, the Supreme Court of the United 
States has made its decree afftrming the judgment of the supreme court 
of the Territory of Utah, with a modification of the seventh clause of the 
decree of the last mentioned court, and the remittitur has been duly 
received and filed. 

In pursuance of the decree of the Supreme Court of the United States, 
the supreme court of the territory has heretofore appointed C. F. Loof- 
bourow as the master in chancery to report a scheme, to be approved 
by the court, for the appointing of the fund now in the hands of the 
receiver to charitable uses, lawful in their character, and corresponding 
as near as may be to those uses to which it was originally destined. 
The proceedings before the master will begin on the 19th day of Octo- 
ber next. 

The suits to escheat certain realty mentioned in my former report, as 
stated above, as being Nos. 7503, 7504, and 7505, are now at issue of 
fact, the defendants having filed answers in each of said cases. They 
are set for trial for the 2d day of ]!^ovember next, and it is expected will 
be determined in season for appeals to the supreme court of the Terri- 
tory, should such become necessary. 

I have heretofore, at the last sitting of the supreme court, presented 
objections to the payment of taxes by the receiver upon any of the 
property in his possession, and the receiver at the same time asked 
for advice and instruction in the matter. On this day the court has 
advised the receiver that the objections are well taken, and directed 
him that no taxes can be lawfully levied upon, or collected from, the 
fund by the Territorial, county, or municipal authorities. 

I do not understand that you require my professional opinion upon 
the question as to the character of the scheme to be suggested on behalf 
of the United States, nor do I deem it advisable, at this time, to express 
any view upon that subject.

8, Whitman, upon the status of tlis Bell Telephone Case. 

Parker House, Boston, October 5, 1891. 

Sir: As requested in your letter of September 30, I have the honor 
to report as follows : 

On the 17th day of August last I moved the court for an order ex- 
tending the time in which to take testimony, and on the same day the 
counsel for the defendants asked the court to pass an order that no 
testimony should be taken before the 1st day of October. Mr. Eoberts, 
in uiging his motion, claimed that the counsel for the complainant had 
kept him constantly at work for one eleven months and that he needed a 
rest. I of course api)roved the motion. The court (Nelson, district 
judge) granted both motions, and an order was passed that the time 
should be extended but that no testimony should be taken before the 
1st day of October. 

Had it not been for this interposition of the court, the testimony for 
the complainant would have been completed by this time. 

On the 1st day of October the " vacation ^[ ordered by the court hav- 
ing expired, I caused a subpoena to be served on a witness in this city 
whose examination will probably be completed to-morrow. 

The reports which I have filed from time to time during the last year 
at the Department of Justice may be generalized as follows: 

(1) All the testimony relating to the Drawbaugh branch of the case 
has been taken. 

(2) The documents referred to in the bill of complaint have been of- 
fered in evidence and all the expert testimony in relation thereto has 
been completed. 

(3) The testimony of Prof. Geo. F. Barker, the expert employed by 
the Government, has been completed and his deposition has been 
signed.

Exhibit TJ. — Extract from the report of the First Comptroller for the 
fiscal year 1891, hearing upon the fee system a^s related to suits and claims 
a^gainst the United States. 

SUITS AGAINST THE UNITED STATES. 

As directly pertaining to the duties of this office, I respectfully invite attention to 
the act of Congress of March 3, 1887, entitled " An act to provide for the bringing of 
suits against the Government of the United States" (24 Stat., 505). The section of 
the act to which I wish to invite attention provides : 

''That the district courts of the United States shall have concurrent jurisdiction 
with the Court of Claims as to aU matters named in the preceding section where 
the amount of the claim does not exceed $1,000, and the circuit courts of the 
United States shaU have such concurrent jurisdiction in aU cases where the amount 
of such claim exceeds $1,000 and does not exceed $10,000. All causes brought and 
tried under the provisions of this act shaU be tried by the court without a jury." 

The result of this extended jurisdiction has been the bringing of many suits in 
the several district and circuit courts of the United States and Territories against 
the United States. They arise in every conceivable form, baaed upon every con- 
ceivable cause of action, and are prosecuted alike by officers who are receiving a 
salary from the Government and those who are seeking to recover, in many cases, 
unjust claims against it. 

Prior to the passage of this act the accounting officers had but little trouble in 
keeping in line with the law as it is found in the statute and as interpreted by the 
Supreme Court and the Court of Claims, but with aU the district and circuit judges 
of the States and Territories added, a sharp conflict of opinion can now be found upon 
the leading statutes on the payment of fees, salaries, and the like to Government offi- 
cials. This conflict of opinion is extremely embarrassing to this office. The desire 
is to administer the laws in their letter and spirit, and to the entire satisfaction of 
the officials who are interested, and to the Government, which is to pay the biUs. 
This can be accomplished when there is no conflict of opinion as to what the statute 
means. The whole trouble arises from the fact that the courts do not understand and 
interpret the statutes alike. A few illustrations apon this point wiU make my mean- 
ing clearer than any words I can use. 

It was held in the Wallace case (116 U. S. R., 398) that a charge for docket fees 
was proper when made by a circuit court commissioner, who was directed by the 
court to keep a docket. This was contrary to the holding of the accounting office 
for all time, so far as any evidence can be discovered. The attention of Congress 
was invited to the decision, and in the act of August 4, 1886 (deficiency biU, 24 
Stat., 274), that body passed a law declaring that "docket fees should not thereaffcer 
be charged." The question came before the courts whether or not the le^slation 
was general, or only had application to the disbursement of the appropriation con- 
tained in the biU then nnder consideration. The commissioners contended that the 
act applied to the single appropriation made for that year, while the accounting 
office contended that it was general legislation, and that after the passage of the aoi 
no docket fee should be charged. 
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right to pay a "stale claim," and that the Secretary of the Treasury is 
without power to transmit it under the Bowman act, holding that a 
stale claim is one that has not been presented for a long period of time, 
during which time the claimant has slept upon his rights. This case 
this office has adopted as enunciating the law correctly on the subject. 
Claims, therefore, that are twenty years past due, unless they are in 
the nature of a trust, are held to be barred and are not allowed. The 
court says: 

It has often been said that there is no statute of limitations applicable to claims 
required to be presented and examined by the accounting officers of the Treasury 
Department, and that is undoubtedly so. But there is an unwritten law recognized 
by courts of equity and admiralty in which no statute of limitation is applicable 
against entertaining and enforcing stale clauns. (Speidel vs. Henrici, 120 U. S. R., 
387, and numerous cases there cited; Willard v. Dorr, 3 Mason, C. C. 'R., 161), and 
that law the accounting officers may rightly invoke and rely upon. 

A. stale claim that has not been presented for payment for a long period of time, 
during which the claimant has slept upon his rights, and thus created a presumption 
that the claim was never an honest and just one, and that he has been waiting until 
it was forgotten by the alleged debtor, and all evidence against it is lost or de- 
stroyed. Courts 01 equity usually follow the law and adopt the statutes of limita-. 
tion as fixing the period beyond which delay requires explanation, and which, un- 
less satisfactorily accounted for, will constitue a bar to demands. We see no reason 
why the accounting officers may not rightly adopt the same rule. 

To the end, however, that there may be no misunderstanding on this 
subject, I respectfully recommend that the attention of Congress be 
again invited to it. 

To adopt some reasonable limitation is but to follow the practice of 
the civilized world. I know of no State in the Union but what has a 
limitation law, and I know of no State that suffers itself to be sued by 
any of its citizens. If, therefore, anyone holding a claim against the 
Government is permitted to sue in the courts (he must bring suit within 
a reasonable time, which is fixed by law at a given number of years), 
why should it not follow, if he has a demand against the Government 
and elects to present it to the accounting officers for payment, he should 
present it within such a reasonable time as would enatfe the oflScial to 
determine whether or not the claim is just? Should he be permitted 
to hold his claim until his remedy in court is barred and then, for the 
first time, present it to the accounting officers for payment? 

DOUBLE COMPENSATION. 

. Section 1763, Eevised Statutes, is as follows: 

No person who holds an office, the salary or annual compensation attached to 
which amounts to the sum of two thousand five hundred dollars, shall receive 
compensation for discharging the duties of any other office, unless esqpressly author- 
ized by law. 

The fair reading of this statute must leave the impression that Con- 
gress intended that when a person holds an office, the salary or annual 
compensation of which amounted to $2,500, he was well served, and that 
he should receive no additional compensation for discharging the duties 
of any other office unless expressly authorized by Congress. How- 
ever natural this interpretation may seem, the departure from it has 
been so great that it is now held that an official may hold two or more 
distinct offices knd draw the salary for each. The Attorneys-General 
themselves do not agree upon the question. Attorney-General Black 
held (9 Op., 127) as follows : 

My conclusion is that no officer of the Government having a salary fixed hy law, 
Qor no (any) other officer whose compensation amounts to $2,500 per annum, can re- 
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are to be performed, and give personal attention thereto, his office shall 
be deemed vacant," is the substance of the law on the subject. Two 
bodies can not occupy the same space at the same time, nor can one 
body occupy two places at the same moment. This clerk can not be at 
Detroit, giving " personal attention '^ to the duties of his office located 
at that place, and at the same time be at Cincinnati, attending to the 
duties of his office as clerk of the circuit court of appeals. It is physic- 
ally impossible to give personal attention to the duties at both places. 

This case, however, is not exceptional. There are many instances in 
which the same person holds three or more offices. The case of the 
clerk of the circuit court of the eastern district of Arkansas is one in 
point. The same person was clerk of the district court, and in 1889 
received as compensation as such the sum of $5,243,555 he was also clerk 
of the circuit court and received compensation as such in the sum of 
$1,047.75, and at the same time was circuit court commissioner, and his 
fees for the same period, paid to him by the United States, amounted 
to $3,949.90; making an aggregate compensation of $10,241.10. For 
the year 1890 he received as clerk of the district court, $5,434.65; as 
clerk of the circuit court, $2,095.54; and as circuit court commissioner, 
$5>053; making an aggregate of $10,583.19; and for the first six 
months of 1891, in the same capacities, he received an aggregate com- 
pensation of $6,217.48. 

The clerk of the circuit court of the northern district of Texas is also 
clerk of the district court and United States commissioner. The clerk 
of the district court of the southern district of l^ew York is also a 
United States commissioner and clerk of the court of appeals, and many 
more cases might be cited of like character, but it is deemed unneces- 
sary, the only object being to call attention to the fact, and to emphasize 
it, that, notwithstanding the statute above quoted, it is a common prac- 
tice for one person to hold more than one office where the compensation 
of one of the offices amounts to the sum of $2,500 per annum. 

It is not a question for the Treasury Department to determine how 
many offices one person may hold, or how many salaries he may receive; 
that question is entirely with Congress, but it is important that ifche 
compensaticm to be paid and the number of offices a person may hold 
should be clear and well defined, to the end that illegal payments shall 
not be made. 

In view of the premises I respectfully recommend that the attention 
of Congress be invited to this subject. There ate also many cases 
where a United States conmiissioner is paid during the calendar year 
more than the sum of $7,000, and in some cases the amount received by 
him will amount to more than $10,000. Such payments appear to be 
excessive, in view of the service rendered, and it is respectfully sug- 
gested, that a limit should be made to the amount that should be paid 
a United States commissioner for services rendered during a calendar 
year, and that limit should certainly not exceed the sum of $5,000. 
'No reason is known to exist why a commissioner or clerk should receive 
more than the judge of the court. 

It must be remembered that these fees are almost wholly paid by the 
United States and not by the individual. In the figures above given, 
which have reference to the eastern districts of Arkansas, the aggre- 
gate paid to the clerk was $27,041.87. Of this sum the United States 
paid $25,743.23 and individuals paid $1,298.64. About the same pro- 
portion is found to run through not only the other accounts mentioned 
but all clerks' accounts throughout the United States. In the case, 
however, of United States commissioners the fees are wholly paid by 
the United States. 
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
